HROUGHOUT RECORDED HIsToRY the great 

eras of man’s progress have been the periods 
when man has held fast to an Ideal. The eras 
of decline, of breakdowns in living standards, 
of decadence in moral standards, have been the 
periods when the pursuit of an Ideal has given 
way to what seemed to be the more “practical” 
pursuit of tangible, material, immediate per- 
sonal benefits.

England rose to greatness on the foundation 
of the Ideal of Magna Charta. America took 
deep root in the wilderness of the New World, 
and grew to mighty nationhood on the Ideal 
of the Declaration of Independence, the Con- 
stitution, and the Bill of Rights. 

The French Republic, which once before had 
arisen on the Ideal of the Equal Rights of All 
Men, only to crumble when personal ambitions 
turned Liberty to License, arose again in pur- 
suit of the Ideal of a government of the people, 
for the people, with each citizen owing a debt 
of loyalty and service to the State of his own 
creation. France lies prostrate today because 
the urge to “be practical,” the pride in being 
known as “the most realistic nation in Europe,” 
rotted away the foundations of its idealism, 
destroyed the sense of obligation of its citizens 
to the State, and opened the doors to political 
opportunists and to the grabbing “pressure 
groups” which are always more anxious to re- 
ceive than to give. 

As with nations, so with organizations. 
Idealism alone originated the great religious 
movements, and idealism alone maintains them. 
Idealism founded the American Red Cross, and 
idealism has made it the world’s great Angel 
of Mercy.

Though you be deprived for a 
time of one privilege or another which has 
meant some immediate material gain to you 
personally; though your Association may seem 
temporarily to be overlooked or even maliciously 
attacked at the very time when it could be 
most valuable to the Nation for which it has 
so long labored—HOLD Fast! 

Our Ideal is unassailable; we have a task to 
do; we have followed the same Ideal through 
official indifference, through war, and through 
depression in the past. And today we are 
stronger in numbers, equipment, and prestige 
than ever before! There is no cause for quit- 
ting. There is every reason to carry on. 

Tell the story of your Association’s Ideal to 
all who believe in America. If we must tem- 
porarily abandon the .30, we will train men 
to shoot the .22.

Riflemen, pistoleers—HOLD FAST! 
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30 CALIBER AT PERRY 


N THE “GOOD OLD DAYS” AT PERRY—in the days when 
I the small bore and pistol matches operated on small 
portions of the main range—practically everyone knew 
everyone else. The triumphs, the disappointments, the 
bad breaks, the acts of good sportsmanship on various 
ranges became matters of general discussion all over camp. 
Today this situation still prevails on the small bore and 
pistol matches, because the firing lines are compact, the 
matches follow each other on the same firing points all 
day long, and between relays competitors and officials 
gather in little groups near the statistical office and pass 
along the chatter of the range. 

It is unfortunate that the .30 caliber game at Perry 
has outgrown this intimate contact. Firing lines more 
than a mile and a half in width and sometimes echeloned 
from 200 yards to 800 yards in depth, the necessity of 
maintaining a railroad-like time schedule plus matches 
extending over periods varying from several hours to as 
much as a day and a half—all of these things operate 
against the sociability and the intimate contact between 
competitors and range officials which adds so much to the 
enjoyment of the shooting game. Only rarely do com- 
petitors outside of those from a man’s own State or team 
squad come to learn of the human interest highlights 
which are so numerous and such a vital part of the shoot- 
ers’ long-lasting impressions of Camp Perry. Perhaps 
some day, by some system of eliminations leading to final

shoot-offs, we may be able to reinstate in the .30 caliber 
game at Perry some of the personal contacts and com- 
munity interest in the final stages of important .30 caliber 
events which still characterize the small bore and the pistol 
ranges. As matters now stand, any word picture of the 
.30 caliber events at Perry must at best be a picture 
drawn only with broad strokes, highlighted all too poorly 
with those few human interest sketches which by happen- 
stance come to the attention of one observer. 

Camp Perry this year started with every indication of 
being the largest and most successful of any in the long 
series of National Matches. ‘Congress set its seal of ap- 
proval on the Matches by appropriating the necessary 
funds at a much earlier date than usual. The Army’s 
alert and progressive Chief of Staff, General George C. 
Marshall, indicated his friendliness by appointing the 1940 
Executive Officer several weeks ahead of the customary 
time and by appointing an officer of outstanding ability, 
Colonel Oliver §. Wood, who in 1939 had won the ad- 
miration and friendship of competitors and officials alike 
by his outstandingly successful conduct of the National 
Matches. 

But, almost immediately, the infant Matches became 
a “problem child.” The urgent requirements of field 
training for the Regular Army and National Guard re- 
sulted in the planning of the extensive 1940 field maneu- 
vers. It became obvious that the National Matches could 
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not be held at all unless they were postponed. Even then 
there would be a shortage of Regular troops for vital 
services of range operation, and the Army General Staff 
recommended that the Matches be cancelled. Once again, 
General Marshall indicated his friendliness and requested 
Major General M. A. Reckord, as Executive Vice-Presi- 
dent of the National Rifle Association, to make suggestions 
as to how the Matches might be held despite the handicaps. 
Out of the recommendations made by General Reckord, 
supported by Colonel F. C. Endicott, the Executive Officer 
of the National Board for the Promotion of Rifle Practice, 
and Colonel Wood, the final arrangements were effected. 
The plan called for the postponement of the Matches by 
two weeks, for the employment of volunteers from the 
Ohio National Guard to replace the well-known Marine 
Corps detachment, and to use a larger number of Reserve 
Officers for range duty than had previously been employed. 

It was realized that postponement would result in the 
loss of eighteen R. O. T. C. and C. M. T. C. Teams because 
of conflict with college opening dates and that many 
civilian, National Guard and Reserve competitors would 
be forced to cancel their trips to Camp Perry because 
of inability to readjust their vacation schedules. It was 
felt, too, that the use of quickly trained volunteers for 
marking and scoring and inadequately trained officers for 
range duty would probably reduce the efficiency with 
which the Matches might be conducted. Nevertheless, 
it seemed far better to hold the Matches, regardless of 
handicaps, than to cancel them and risk the development 
of an inertia which might make it difficult to reinstate 
them in the future.

Accordingly, on Sunday, September Ist, the teams and 
unattached competitors began arriving in the usual mis- 
cellaneous assortment of vehicles ranging from Pullman 
sleepers and private planes to “‘jallopies” of indeterminable 
vintage. The unexpected turnout of unattached civilians 
and police officers who came to Perry just to take the 
Small Arms Firing School in such numbers as to more 
than offset the loss of government financed teams has 
already been described in the October RIFLEMAN, as was 
the fine spirit of cooperation which pervaded the entire 
camp and made the Schools an outstanding success despite 
various handicaps. Let it be said here and now that this 
same spirit carried on throughout the two weeks of match 
firing. Some of the marking, principally in the ten and 
sixteen shot rapid fire matches, undoubtedly showed the 
lack of experience on the part of markers and pit officers. 
There were more than the usual number of cases in 
which a marker working against time on a target already 
plentifully covered with paste-soaked stickers signalled a 
miss when the competitor felt sure that two shots had 
gone through approximately the same hole. But, without 
exception, the shooters, though unhappy, were willing to 
be philosophical and to mark down their hard luck as 
one of the breaks of the game. 

The outstanding feature of the program this year was 
the rearrangement of matches which placed all individual 
events including the National Individual in the second 
week. All the team matches were fired in the third week, 
giving the Team Captains a long-sought opportunity to 
work with their Coaches and shooting pairs in a continu- 
ous build-up culminating in the National Team Match. 

An interesting oddity in this year’s Matches was the 
fact that not a single one of the individual trophies was 
won by a representative of the Service which had origi- 
nally presented the cup—the NAVY CUP was won by 
Gunnery Sergeant C. N. Harris, of the Marines, with a 
score of 98, which tied the joint record held by Chaney 
and Blakley, of the Marines, and Baker, of the Infantry; 
the COAST GUARD CUP was won by Sergeant W. L. 
Jordan, of the Marines, after the customary round-robin 
shoot-off with a flock of ties, none of which involved 
a Coast Guardsman; the MARINE CORPS CUP was won 
by a civilian, the veteran Fred Johansen, of Illinois, with 
a possible score including 12 V’s, one V behind the rec- 
ord established last year by Floyd, of the Marine Corps; 
and, to complete the picture of inconsistency, the IN- 
FANTRY MATCH, which is a musketry problem de- 
signed primarily for Infantry and dismounted Cavalry, 
was won by the Coast Guard Rifle Team! 

Another interesting and unexpected turn of events 
found two of the three individual matches fired with the 
new M-1 (Garand) Rifle being won by civilians, none 
of whom had had an opportunity to handle the Garand 
until they made its acquaintance in the Small Arms 
Firing School. 

The 200 Yard Rapid Fire M-1 Match, 16 shots in 
55 seconds, went to C. L. Sweet, of the Nevada Civilian 
Team, with a possible score of 80, the only possible fired 
in the Match. 

The 300 Yard M-1 Rapid Fire Match found a civilian 
and two Infantrymen tied for first place with scores of 
77. In the shoot-off, Corporal Carl C. W. Byas, of the 
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Infantry, came out on top, with George B. Johnson, of 
the Massachusetts Civilian Team, second, and Sergeant 
Wadie Giacobbe in third place. 

In the Camp Perry Instructors’ surprise fire event, 
which this year was fired with the M-1, all three top 
places went to civilians, led by A. D. Siedschlew, of South 
Dakota, with 74 and 6 V’s, barely nosing out Wallie 
Burnham, of the Montana Civilian Team, who had the 
same score but only four V’s. 

Even in the 600 Yard M-1 Team Match the Regulars 
found rough going. This match called for 8 shots per 
man at 600 yards slow fire. It was won by the United 
States Marine Corps Reserve No. 1 Team, with a total of 
468. The Regular Marine Team was second with 467 and 
the North Dakota Civilians shot thei: way into third place 
with 461. The U. S. Cavalry was fifth and the best that 
the Infantry could do was eleventh. New Mexico, in 
fourth place with 460, was high National Guard Team. 

Frequently at Perry the name of some one individual 
becomes more or less a pass-word throughout the camp 
when, after an early victory, he becomes obviously ‘“‘the 
man to beat” throughout the Matches. This year there was 
no one outstanding performer of quite this class. There 
was, however, one two-time winner, First Lieutenant 
E. L. Hamilton, of the Marines. He won the Crowell on 
Saturday after a hard-fought shoot-off with the diminu- 
tive Walter R. Walsh, who is better known to most 
people as the ace pistol shot of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. On the following Tuesday, Lieutenant 
Hamilton rang the gong again when he won the Wimble- 
don with a possible which included 24 V’s. 

Perhaps the greatest exhibition of consistent mid-range 
and long range shooting which was put on at Camp Perry 
this year went unnoticed by the majority of people in 
camp. Beginning on Saturday in the Crowell Match, 
the veteran Fred Johansen, of Joliet, Illinois, who will 
shoot any kind of a rifle under any conditions wherever 
anyone will let him shoot, started his Camp Perry activ- 
ities with a clear score of 50, shooting a Service Rifle 
and Service sights though the conditions of the match 
allowed “bull guns” and scope sights. On Monday, in 
the Leech, Johansen finished in second place with a 12-V 
possible, 3 V’s behind the winner, Lieutenant B. S. Cairns, 
of the Cavalry. On Tuesday, in the Wimbledon Fred 
turned in a 99 with 12 V’s, to take the third place 
Service rifle medal, and on Wednesday he won the Marine 
Corps Cup with a 12-V possible. During four days of 
shooting on a variety of firing points and under a variety 
of conditions, with 20 shots at 600 yards and 50 shots 
at 1,000 yards using the Service rifle and Service sights, 
Johansen totaled 349 x 350—yet his name appeared in 
the winners’ circle only once! 

As the Matches progressed, the confidence of the In- 
fantry in their ability to repeat their victories of the 
past two years in the National Team Match steadily in- 
creased. Word began to go around camp “this is another 
Infantry year.” In the three matches fired on the opening 
day, the Infantry won seven of the thirty place medals, 
while the Marines won eleven. On the second day, the 
Infantry won six of the twenty, and the Marines won 
five. On Tuesday, the Infantry won the Service Rifle 
half of the Wimbledon, where the Marines failed to place 
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a man, and in the Scott on the same day the Infantry had 
three of the six possible scores, as did the Marines. On 
Wednesday, in the Marine Corps, the Infantry took seven 
of the ten medals, while civilians were taking two and 
the Marine Corps only one. In the President’s, on Thurs- 
day, the Infantry won the Match and placed twenty-one 
men in the President’s Hundred, while the Marines were 
forced to be content with sixth place and only twelve 
men in the “Hundred.” And, finally, in the National 
Individual the Infantry took the top three places and ten 
of the gold medals, while the highest Marine finished in 
fourth place and the Corps took only six of the gold 
medals. So at the end of the week the Infantry were 
jubilant. 

More than ordinary mention is due at this point to 
Corporal Thaddeus A. Ferenc, of the Infantry Team, who 
won the President’s Match on Thursday in a ding-dong 
battle with Lieutenant E. A. Cascini, of the Coast Guard, 
Corporal C. $. Gordon, of the Infantry, and Mr. C. L. 
Swett, of the Nevada Civilian Team, then came back on 
Friday and Saturday to tangle in the red-hot battle for 
the top places in the National Individual. He finished 
third, one point behind his team-mate, Sergeant William 
J. Coffman, and outranked by another team-mate, Ser- 
geant D. S. Huntley. 

Incidentally, the civilians this year placed twenty-seven 
men in the President’s Hundred. 

Sergeant Coffman’s performance in winning the Na- 
tional Individual this year was a fine exhibition of the 
fighting heart. His 46 at 200 yards left him three points 


“Sign your score card before leaving the line” 
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behind Corporal Ferenc and one point behind Sergeant 
Huntley. A 49 at 200 rapid picked up a point on Ferenc, 
but Huntley scored 50. At 300 rapid Coffman turned 
in 50, while his two team-mates scored 48's, leaving 
them “all even.” At 600 yards Coffman turned in a 
47, while Huntley and Ferenc moved ahead with 48’s 
each, but at 1,900 yards, with the heat turned on full 
blast, Coffman rang up a 97, against 95 for the other 
two. By that performance he pulled into the victory 
station by the narrowest of margins—one point. 

High civilian in the National Individual was Tom 
Hicks of the Arkansas Civilian Team who finished 24th 
with a total of 280. The second high civilian was Byron 
D. Sullivan of the Illinois Civilian Team who headed the 
list of silver medal winners with a score of 279. 

Going into the week of team matches the Marines out- 
guessed the weather, the Coast Guard and the Infantry 
to repeat their victory of last year in the Herrick. Their 
score of 797 failed by 3 points to equal the record 800 pos- 
sible which they scored last year but the weather being 
what it was they probably worked harder for this year’s 
797 than for last year’s clean score. The Coast Guard and 
Infantry tied up at 793 each and the margin of 1 V out of 
160 shots gave the rough-water sailors second place over the 
Doughboys. The Illinois Civilian Team, which points for 
the Herrick annually in expectation of a battle with the 
California Civilians, found easy sailing this year finishing 
Sth in the match with a score of 781, eight points above 
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a new civilian contender, the Texas Longhorns. The 
California National Guard with 767 was 7th in the match 
and high National Guard Team, 4 points ahead of Vir- 
ginia. The new Critchfield Trophy for high service rifle 
team in the Herrick went to the New Jersey National 
Guard with a total of 744. 

These Team Matches afford much that the Individual 
Matches lack in the matter of color and spectator interest. 
All members of each team are grouped together and the 
teams can usually be easily located by their guidons and 
state flags. Once the team and its target have been lo- 
cated spectators and team members alike can watch the 
scores accumulate. 

The Infantry Team came back again in the Enlisted 
Men’s Trophy Match which this year provided for the 
full ten man team firing over the first three stages of 
the National Match Course. Here developed an epic 
battle. At the end of the 200 yard offhand stage the 
Infantry led the Marines by 3 points with an average 
offhand score of 46.6 against the Marines average 46.3. 
For a ten man team shooting offhand with “the heat on” 
this may be vaguely recognized as tough competition. 
With the 200 yard rapid behind them the Infantry had 
picked up 4 more points with an average of 48.7 against 
the Marines 48.3. In the 300 yards rapid fire the Marines 
dropped 2 more points behind the Infantry with the first 
pairs finished but when the second pairs came off the 
line the Marines had picked up 7 points and the Dough- 
boys knew their work was cut out for them. They gained 
back 3 points on the third pair, held all even on the 
fourth pair and on the last pair the Doughboys dropped 
6 and the Marines 8 and the Infantry came home with a 
total of 1417 against the Marines’ 1416. 

In the A. E. F. Roumanian, concluding N. R. A. team 
event in which the to service giants could tangle, the 
Infantry went into the lead at 600 yards and was never 
headed. Their team score of 976 gave them the match 
by a comfortable margin over the U. S. Marine Corps 
Reserve No. 1 Team, the regular Marine Team running 
into a variety of heavy sailing and finishing Sth with a 
total of 936. ‘That,’ said the wiseacres, ‘“‘settles it! 
This is the Infantry’s year.” 

But the National Team Match is an institution unto 
itself and the Marines were found wandering around camp 
that night looking for Infantrymen who had hard money 
to back up their belief that the Infantry would win the 
1940 National Team Match. Whether they found any 
is unknown to your scribe but the morning of Friday, 
September 20th dawned, as mornings will at Camp Perry, 
sleepless nights of tyros notwithstanding, and the teams 
went on the line. At 200 yards slow fire there was 
nothing to choose between the two because both regis- 
tered 460 for a range total. At 200 rapid things began 
to happen, the Marines hung up a total of 493 with 4 
possibles to offset their lowest score of 48, while the 
Infantry had a range total of 487. At 300 rapid the 
Marines made 479 and the Infantry 470. At 600 yards 
the Doughboys fought back with a 478 to the Leather- 
necks’ 476; at 1,000 yards the Marines returned to the 
attack and through a hot, muggy, mirage-filled Satur- 
day morning drove ahead, picking up a point or two 
with each pair to finish with (Continued on page 20) 
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UN 
ACCIDENTS

URING THE NEXT FEW MONTHS millions of hunters 
D will be afield all armed with lethal weapons capable 
of causing them a lot of joy or a lot of sorrow, depending 
upon how carefully they handle those weapons. 

If you want to return from your hunting trip happy, 
then you better start by weighing yourself on the scales 
of safety. Safety in the field depends more upon your 
state of mind than on rules to be memorized, or on the 
safety gadgets on your gun. Too much carefree or un- 
controlled holiday spirit will result in some catastrophe 
for you or the other fellow. 

Remember first of all, that all guns are loaded until they 
are proven empty. Remember also that the only safe 
gun is the gun safely pointed. Carry your gun always, 
everywhere, so that if it is accidentally discharged the 
bullet or shot will travel away with relative harmlessness. 

Never fumble with the trigger absent-mindedly. Many 
guns have been discharged through such carelessness. 
Cocked, unlocked guns are sometimes discharged by a twig 
striking the trigger. Unlocked guns with hammers left 


é 


pressing in down position with the plungers on the primers 
instead of resting at half-cock are sometimes fired by any 
slight additional pressure on the hammers, by jarring the 
butts on the ground, or by a fall. 

When the opportunity for a shot is not imminent the 
gun should be carried in some “safe” position. Most 
hunters, but not all, carry hammerless guns cocked, with 
safety locks “‘on’”—always. They lose a shot occasionally 
if they have to fumble around in order to release the 
safety lock under excitement; but what is the loss of a 
rabbit, or even a deer, compared to the loss of your own 
or someone else’s life? 

If you learn to coordinate your actions and muscles so 
that you automatically release the safety catch at the 
same time you take aim, you'll not lose any time, you'll 
be safe, your fellow hunter will be safe, and you'll have 
as good a chance to bag your quarry. 

Practice! Practice, and form the right kinds of habits. 
There is no place for the “middle” man in the field with a 
hammerless rifle or shotgun—I mean the fellow who has 
his gun locked part of the time and cocked, but unlocked 
the rest of the time. 

As an example of an acquired good habit, I saw a hunter 
raise his gun, releasing the safety at the same moment, to 
fire at a grouse, but the bird was nearly out of sight in 
thick cover and he let the shot pass. Just as he dropped 
the gun from his shoulder another bird flushed and I saw 
him instinctively move his finger fo release the safety 
catch, even though it was off. 

Other hunters using repeating shotguns, hammer or 
hammerless, or bolt and lever rifles, habitually carry them 
with the chambers empty. When a shot offers they simply 
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Learn to control the pointing of your gun; not to rely on the 
safety lock 


work the action and throw in a cartridge from the maga- 
zine. It’s a good system. 

With guns that have outside hammers keep those ham- 
mers in the half-cock notch—always—until you’re ready 
to fire. 

Learn to control the pointing of your gun, not to rely 
on the safety lock, or carry the gun chamber empty. 
Remember that blind reliance upon a safety lock may let 
you down. It may make you shoot your friend as well 
as make you fail to shoot your game. 

Clumsy handling of guns is responsible for many acci- 
dents. The holder jams the action, fumbles the triggers, 
lets the gun drop from his hands. In cold weather wear 
gloves to keep your fingers in operating condition. Many 
an accidental shot has resulted from the fumbling of stiff 
fingers. 

Don’t gesticulate or point with your gun. I know of a 
fellow who leaned his rifle on the toe of his boot. Some- 
how it discharged and the shot barely missed his big toe. 
His companions bawled him out, and later when the cap- 
tain of the party came up he also gave him the works, 
asking him how it occurred. The penitent hunter showed 
him by placing the muzzle on the top of his other boot, 
and bingo! again he discharged the gun, but that time it 
didn’t miss. Off went a part of his big toe. 

A large proportion of accidents are caused by hunters 
shooting themselves—in fact, a favorite target seems to 
be a foot. Gun muzzles nonchalantly rest on the toe of 
the shoe, and some twig, jolt, or a coat sleeve does the 
rest. 

Keep obstructions such as snow, ice, water, mud, sticks, 
lumps of grease, cleaning patches, broken off shell necks, 
bullet jackets, etc., out of the barrel. Now and then 
unload and look through your gun from muzzle to breech 
to make sure that snow, hoar frost, or dirt from brush 
or trees has not gotten into it. Frost can collect and cake 
in the muzzle. You may sometimes have to remove it 
every fifteen or thirty minutes if hunting in thick brush 
or on sleety days. To shoot a rifle or shotgun with an

obstruction in the barrel may result in a ringed barrel, a 
bulged muzzle, or a burst gun, any of which will destroy 
all semblance of accuracy, or injure your eyes, your hands 
and arms, and mutilate your face. 

Be very careful the trigger does not catch on a button of 
your coat and discharge your gun. In a cross chest position 
it is likely to catch on a button. I remember a case where 
a deer hunter climbed a fence to enter the woods. Two or 
three steps along his carelessly pointed .30-30 carbine was 
fired by the trigger catching on a coat button. The bullet 
struck him on top of the right foot, and he was able to do 
very little walking for two or three years. 

Never stand a loaded rifle or shotgun against a tree with 
smooth bark. You would be amazed to learn how many 
accidents are caused by such carelessness every year, not 
to mention broken stocks and damaged sights. The gun 
will not start to slide immediately; the butt rests often 
on sticks, stones, or on leaves which move as you tramp 
or sit close by. Sometimes ““Wham!” down it goes. I recall 
a case where a hunter leaned his shotgun against a tree, 
then sat on a log a few feet away. A gust of wind 
loosened it, and it fell to the ground, the jar discharging 
one barrel. That shot missed him, but its recoil moved the 
gun, which caught the trigger on a twig, and discharged 
the other barrel. That shot caught him in the leg. 

Lay your gun down on as dry a support as possible, or 
stand it with the front sight fitted carefully into a crevice 
in the tree bark and press slightly. Remember that a fall 
nearly always knocks your sights out of line. 

Never try to shoot cartridges of a different caliber in 
your rifle—for instance, a .30-30 in a .32 special or .303 
Savage. They may jam the action, or blow the bolt or 
hammer back in your face. 

Use a powerful, hard-hitting cartridge which will stop 
game when you hit it. Light guns fill the woods with 
fusillades of ineffectual bullets which increase the danger 
to other hunters. One bullet from a strange gun does the 
trick,—and when you shoot such a gun you know you’ve 
done something. Blackpowder rifles are more dangerous 
than the speedier, modern rifles for a variety of reasons. 
For instance, the lead slugs go through more brush with- 
out breaking up into dust, whereas the bullets from high- 
powered rifles disintegrate much more quickly upon im- 
pact with brush or twigs. 

Don’t file or cut off the points of full-jacketcd army 
cartridges to make expanding ammunition. The bullet 
cores shoot out, leaving the jackets in the barrel. Once 
in a while the neck of a shell breaks off and stays in the 
gun chamber. If you get a broken shell head, fish for the 
rest until you get it, or go home and let someone else get 
it out before you shoot again. 

Consider yourself humble enough in life to practice 
handling your gun until you can manipulate the action, 
load and unload the magazine freely, smoothly, surely. 
You may be one smart guy, a natural born shot and all 
that sort of thing, but still it won’t hurt you to brush up 
by a few hours of real honest-to-goodness work with your 
gun. Your pioneer ancestor put in months on his gun. 

Skill is what counts, and if you don’t have it, get it; 
in other words, judge yourself on the strict basis that you 
can’t be safe, even against yourself, until you are safe. 
Never carry a loaded gun in an automobile. And if 
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you value your life, keep away from drunks with guns. 
In Pennsylvania you’re not permitted to carry loaded guns 
in automobiles, and Game Protectors have the power to 
seize your hunting license of you are drunk. 

Keep your eye on the greenhorns every minute they are 
around where they can touch guns of their own, but espe- 
cially yours. Lots of them come around. 

Don’t wait until you get into the field to sight-in your 
gun. If you must wait until you get into the field, never 
shoot into live trees; use a target protected by an ample 
hill or bank, and fire the bullets into a stump or dead log 
or tree if possible. 

Keep your hand and eye in practice and preserve familiar- 
ity with everything from trigger pull to trajectory. 

Be careful how, when, and where you load and unload 
your gun. Never do it in a group, or while another 
hunter is in front of you at any distance; never do it while 
you’re in a hunting cabin. Make a practice of emptying 
your gun, and keeping the action open when you enter. 

Keep your fingers off the trigger! This thing of aim- 
ing at any living object such as a doe deer in buck sea- 
son, or a cow or a horse across on an opposite hillside, 
is extremely foolish. 

Remember that trigger pulls change with colder 
weather. Pulls may lighten dangerously. You might find 
yourself firing a shot that you never intended to fire. 

The fellow who sits and plays with the trigger when 
his companions are sitting in a circle is a fit candidate 
for a mental institution. His gun, to me at least, is 
always loaded. 

When you stand a gun in a corner or in a rack, make 
sure the butt will not possibly slip outwards. A great 
many accidents result from this cause. Never lay a gun 
on a table when it is loaded, cocked, or with the safety 
off. Your companion, your wife, or your child will 
almost surely stand at the muzzle and twiddle the trigger. 

Go into the woods at other times than during the 
hunting season. Practice aiming with your gun empty. 
Grow familiar with the appearance of game, its color, 
form, and movement; learn how a man looks at a distance. 
A great many accidental shootings occurred in Pennsyl- 
vania last year in hunting groundhogs. A number of per- 
sons were injured and some were shot dead on the spot. 

Of course, certain individuals will never learn they 
should stay at home, as should certain autoists who do 
things on the roads that cause them to lose their driver’s 
licenses. They are just too smart to be careful; they 
take too much pride in being quick on the trigger. Others 
get the jitters so badly they shoot limbs off trees when 
trying to hit an animal on the ground. If you don’t 
handle a gun much, I suggest going to a range some day 
for instruction. You'll be amazed to learn how little 
you actually know, and how much practical gun dope 
you can get. 

Rifles are not as dangerous in the woods as shotguns. 
By the very nature of things rifle shooters have to make 
sure of what they want to hit. About 85% of all shoot- 
ing accidents occur through the use of shotguns. The 
snap type of shooter, possessed by the carefree holiday 
spirit that I mentioned before, is largely responsible. Give 
him a rifle and he’ll shoot you with it. 

The careless type of person is out nervously for blood,

and might as well have his eyes closed for all he fully iden- 
tifies the target as he fires his lethal blast through the 
brush. He takes no time to judge safety factors. I once 
knew a man who pumped a load of shot in the rear of 
his old bird dog. He decided then and there that he wasn’t 
a fit person to handle a gun; and never did afterwards. 

Safety in the field depends also on how you handle 
yourself. Be extremely careful when walking up or com- 
ing down a slope on a trail or path where previous foot- 
steps are partly iced over. You are headed for a sure 
fall. It is far better to walk in the deeper snow, which 
gives more secure footing. 

Do not walk out on smooth ice with a loaded rifle. 
Many fine ice skaters are almost helpless on ice when 
standing on shoe leather; you are almost certain to strike 
the back of your skull or turn a cartwheel and fall on 
your gun. 

In all shooting be extremely careful of possible ricochets 
from rocks, metals, frozen knots, frozen ground, espe- 
cially hard, smooth ground. Ricochets tend to spin off in 
the direction of the rifling. 

Never walk on a moss-covered or slippery log with a 
cocked and loaded rifle or shotgun in your hand. Bad 
falls are often caused by smooth-soled shoes on leaves 
and dry grass, especially on steep slopes. 

Beware of dewberry vines. They trip up many a hunter, 
for a really vicious fall that may cause him to drop or 
throw his gun in falling. 

Don’t let your dog climb over, or stand upon, a loaded 
gun. His feet may discharge the arm. 

Be careful with loaded guns when climbing fences, 
especially old rail fences or barbwire fences. Lay your 
gun on the ground endwise of the fence before going 
over. Pick it up from the side or butt. Check it to see 
that no snow, ice, mud, or grass got into the muzzle 
accidentally. Never pull a gun toward you by the barrel. 

Be careful about shooting over the top of a low hill, 
or at a crow or hawk in a tree at such height that the 
bullet travels at 20 to 30 degrees above the horizontal. 
A bullet from almost any rifle when fired at such an 
angle will whiz along for one to three miles, and may 
strike another hunter or someone in an automobile travel- 
ing on a public highway. 

Do not shoot at a noise or movement in the brush; 
it may be another hunter or it may be illegal game for 
which you will have to pay. 

Don’t shoot near buildings, or close to C. C. C. workers 
in the woods. A cow may look a lot like a deer to an 
inexperienced hunter, but there is no excuse whatever 
for shooting a white goat in mistake for an albino deer, 
as one Pennsylvania hunter did last season. 

Look once, twice, three times; then if you are not ab- 
solutely certain what it is, don’t fire. We can all be 
fooled. When game runs between you and a com- 
panion, or distant buildings, hold your fire. 

Heavy shooting glasses worn in the brush save many 





an eye. Glasses are always advisable in shooting—to 
stop gasses and flying particles. A small pocket mirror 
in the hunting coat is also very useful for removing for- 
eign particles from the eye. Any hunter knows how often 
that job must be done, often miles from an occulist. 


Good vision is a safety factor. 
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BRITISH .22 RIFLEMEN AT WAR

HE “RIFLEMAN” HAS JUST ARRIVED IN THE MAIL. 
Not THE AMERICAN RIFLEMAN, for that wouldn’t 
be at all unusual. It was the September, 1940, publica- 
tion of the Society of Miniature Rifle Clubs of Great 
Britain, and wrapped up in its Britannic pages was a story 
worth reading and decidedly worth telling. It is the 
story of civilian riflemen in war-time, bombs dropping 
from the sky, of blackouts, death and destruction, most 
of which is written between the lines. Above all it paints 
« picture of sportsmen and gentlemen, brave, determined 
and strong, faced with the gravest crisis in their long and 
glorious history. ; 
To be sure “The Rifleman” gives no news which may 
be in the nature of military activity. It is merely talk of 
the ordinary citizen who has made marksmanship his sport 
and now finds himself and his avocation of more than 
ordinary value to his country. 

Of paramount interest is the news of Home Guard 
formation throughout the British Isles and the part the 
little .22 caliber rifle is playing in the defense of England. 
At the same time there is a stern lesson to be learned by 
American shooters, and the thousands of Americans who 
might in the future be called upon to a hurried defense 
of this country, but who as yet know nothing of the use 
of firearms. 

A plea, in the form of an editorial, is the lead article in 
the September issue of the “British Rifleman”; a plea to the 
British Government to come to the assistance of the British 
rifle clubs in furnishing ammunition for practice. The 
editorial points out that 75 per cent of the members of the 
S.M.R.C. are in the Home Guard, while the rest are in other 
of His Majesty’s services, and further that 5,000,000 
rounds of ammunition have been given by rifle clubs to 
the Home Guard to teach them to shoot. 

In the past year, according to ““The Rifleman,” 325 new 
rifle clubs have been started on the British Isles, which, 
added to the 2374 already in operation, makes a sizable 
sport and a well founded Home Guard. 

The rifle shooter in Great Britain is still shooting, but 
under severe handicaps. One item appears from “Hell’s 
Corner” in Kent, telling of a rifle match for the Faver- 
sham County Cup. Those firing were forced to stop in 
the middle of the match and run for bomb shelters 
during a raid, and spent shots from airplane machine guns 
overhead dropped all around the range. The match con- 
tinued and was finally finished at dusk with the club 
secretary offering an apology for the delay. 

On the more serious side, an article from The Evening 
News in London was quoted on the rights of private 
citizens to shoot armed invaders on sight. 

“The legislature,” the article entitled “You May Shoot 
Him!” states, “happily, has never (until the present war) 
had seriously to contemplate such a contingency and, 
therefore, has made no specific provision to meet it. . . .” 

“An armed German landing in this country could cer- 
tainly be assumed to be here for some ‘atrocious crime.’ 
It would, therefore, seem that (even in the absence of any 
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expressed statutory authority) a civilian may shoot the 
unwelcome visitor in order to prevent him from com- 
mitting that crime.” 

A long article on “The Training of Snipers” brings out 
the supremacy of excellent rifle shots over machine gun 
nests in this perilous but necessary arm of warfare. The 
author, Captain E. M. Ginn, suggests preliminary train- 
ing with a .22, graduating the sniper trainee to the service 
gun when proficient in the smaller weapon, the funda- 
mentals of all rifle shooting being identical. 

The article, while not openly suggesting civilian club 
training for snipers and Home Guard, is a complete course 
of study ready for use. 

“Rifle Ranges and the Blackout,” is the title of another 
item, pointing out safeguards which must be taken by 
rifle clubs during winter months and indoor shooting, in- 
suring sufficient light and ventilation for the gallery and 
at the same time preventing tell-tale light from filtering 
through as a target for German bombers. 

Fourteen pages of results of rifle matches during the pre- 
ceding month attest to the fact that the English are keep- 
ing up with their sport, allowing not even the war to dis- 
turb them. One advertisement listing “Useful Books 
Today” includes, ‘“The Pistol in War,” “Chart for Battle 
Landscape Targets,” “Rifle Training for War,” and “Quick 
Training for War.” 

That there is a scarcity of small bore rifles in England 
is seen from an appeal by the Society of Miniature Rifle 
Clubs for all sorts of .22 rifles, regardless of age. 

“Small bore rifles of the popular and universal .22 bore 
size are in great demand for the training of Home Guard 
units.” The article states, ““Where business houses form 
their own sections this kind of weapon comes in very 
useful, as it is usually possible to fix up some kind of 
short range. But the difficulty is to get these rifles, the 
use of which is a first rate stepping stone to that of a 
high power weapon. It occurs that there must be many 
shooting men up and down the country who, although 
possessing firearm certificates for their .22 bore seldom, 
if ever, use the latter for the reason that certain additional 
police formalities have to be completed for the purchase 
of ammunition. These rifles may be of single shot, re- 
peater or even automatic pattern and many of them may 
not be in the best of condition. But probably the majority 
of them could soon be rendered serviceable and put to good 
use in the initial stages of recruit training. There is now 
a ready market for them and they should be put into 
commission through the Headquarters of the S.M.R.C. 

“Fhe Government is particularly concerned in pur- 
chasing a large quantity of .22 rifles of the lever or bolt 
action type, providing these are sufficiently robust for 
service use. All clubs and members of the Society who 
are not making full use of their .22 rifles and wish to 
dispose of them should lose no time in advising the 
Secretary.” 

England is in the midst of its greatest war, and the little 
.22 is playing a great part in that conflict. 
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ONE ARE THE DAYS when it was a common sight at 
Perry to see competitors behind the firing line with 
stop watch in hand timing relay after relay of timed 
and rapid fire to see if the prescribed time allowance was 
being carefully carried out. Gone also are the days when 
it was not unusual to hear that a target puller “doped 
off” and failed to see the Range Officer’s signal at the end 
of a time limit. No more will the competitor on target 
No. 1 wonder if target No. 102 moved at the same time 
his did and if they both received the full time allowance. 
Why? Because the entire main range at Perry com- 
prising 102 targets is now operated by electric motors 
and is electrically timed. Quite a change from the old 
method of waving arms to ten soldier-boy target operators! 
Now the range on which your National Pistol Matches 
are conducted need take its hat off to no spot in the 
country in this respect. The targets installed at Perry 
are the “Bunnerlight Targets” developed by Fred Bunner- 
light of Tampa, Florida, with the encouragement of the 
“father” of the Tampa Mid-winter Tournament, “Smitty” 
Brown. 

Everyone seemed to think that just because the Na- 
tional Matches were postponed two weeks on account of 
army maneuvers that fewer shooters would be there for 
both the School of Instruction and the matches. Any- 
thing but that proved to be the case. As a matter of 
fact, the postponement actually was a fortunate coin- 
cidence because the period originally scheduled was cov- 
ered by two solid weeks of rain. 

The total enrollment in the school reached a new high 
of 419 as compared with 353 in 1939. The civilians 
accounted for 197, the ladies for 66 (only 34 last year) 
and police made up the balance. This year for the first 
time the civilians shooting pistol at Perry equalled the 
police competitors, each accounting for 40% of the 
attendance and the military services the remainder. En- 
couraged by the N. R. A. Classification System now being 
used in practically every tournament the civilian pistoleers 
are definitely on their way back into major competition. 
That increase of almost 100° in the ladies’ attendance 
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also looks favorable for the handgun game of the future 
for who else but the lady of the house tells Pop and 
Junior whether they can go out to the range or must 
stay home and twiddle their thumbs all evening! 

Three new matches were on the program for 1940: 
a Camp Perry Course event with each gun (.22, .38 
and .45) for members of the 1940 Civilian Pistol School. 
These matches proved very popular and were of such 
interest to the ladies that a rush call was made on the 
medal manufacturers to provide suitable awards for a 
special “Ladies Class” in each event. Perhaps this recep- 
tion will lead to the future award of medals to high 
scoring lady shooters in many of the more important 
matches on the National Match schedule. That would 
be a happy addition to our present program. 

Over in the Police School things were humming all 
week long with the boys being taught everything from 
field firing at unknown distances on the ‘Swedes in the 
weeds” range to disarming holds and such like gentle 
pastimes of John Law. We take our hats off to the officers 
at Perry for many of them come on their own time and 
in some cases at their own expense to learn how they can 
do their job better. All the ranges from Hogan’s Alley 
te the Sub-Machine Gun Range were busy from 7:30 
A.M. until time to send the soldiers back to quarters for 
chow. Next year more police targets are needed or the 
range will be badly over-crowded. 

The Police School also has its special matches and this 
year more perfect scores were fired in both the Sub- 
Machine Match and Field Firing Match than in any 
previous year. When they finished scoring the Field 
Firing event four officers, L. P. McCasland of Texas, 
Tom Eshleman of Pennsylvania, Bill Huntoon of Missouri 
and Bill Laird of Rockford, Illinois, were tied for first 
place each having gotten a possible over this not-so-easy 
course of fire. Smith & Wesson came through with a 
fine revolver for each but a tip to that company was heard 
on the range when one man said he thought they better 
watch out or some year soon half the school would carry 
home these $60.00 “mementos.” 
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A sad note was lent to the range Saturday when the 
McGinley Trophy Match was fired. It was the first time 
since this trophy had been awarded without the donor, 
the late Thomas Atterbury McGinley, being present to 
see it won. 

Those who think the pistol shooter is the “forgotten 
man” at Perry should have been there on the Sunday 
between School Week and the opening of the matches. 
The pistol range was the only spot in the two and one-half 
miles of range where practice was allowed any time that 
day. More than that—.45 ammunition was available 
to those who wished to get in a few licks of much needed 
practice for the two big events where this gun and full 
charge ammunition is all that may be used. 

The mention of .45 caliber ammunition brings to mind 
one very evident fact disclosed at Perry during the past 
two National Tournaments. This fact is that it is not 
possible to suddenly change from light factory or hand 
loads to the service ammunition required in the National 
Individual and Team Matches and continue to make the 
scores previously made with mid-range loads. Light 
.45 caliber loads are becoming increasingly popular and 
many shooters now use wad-cutter bullets in their hand 
loads at the risk of malfunctions. The evidence is con- 
clusive that anyone pointing for either of the big .45 
caliber National Matches should stay with the heavy 
service loads. The Infantry Team has used service car- 
tridges for practically all its shooting for three years and 
ic has paid the dividend to this fine team of two National 
Team Match wins in the last three years. 

Checking with the N. R. A. Entry Office brought out 
the fact that although the entry in the .22 caliber and 
center-fire matches was up, in some cases, as much as 
twenty-five per cent over the highest previous year, the 
number of competitors shooting for money was declining. 
Money entries hit a new low in 1940 both at the Perry 
Matches and at other pistol tournaments over the country.

The tendency to shoot for medals, fun and glory seems 
to have been accelerated since the inauguration of the 
N. R. A. Classification System two years ago. The bulk 
of today’s competitors seem to be more interested in 
shooting a greater number of matches than in paying the 
added cash prize entry fee. 

The National Matches are always like old home week 
to the man who has been there before and also to those 
who have attended many of the larger tournaments. This 
year was no exception. The beginner at the tournament 
shooting game could sit in one spot on the pistol range 
and see practically every well known handgun man in 
the sport today—the “gray beards” of famous teams 
from Los Angeles, Detroit, Treasury, Infantry, Marine, 
Coast Guard, St. Louis, Pennsylvania Motor Police, Kansas 
City, New York, Massachusetts State Police, Indiana 
State Police, Illinois State Police and so forth—they were

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all there and doing their level and sportsmanlike best to 
win. When they weren’t on the line they could be found 
in groups kidding each other and many times seriously 
giving advice to a newcomer who had asked for help. 
When he did ask for assistance he received the best in- 
formation his advisor could offer and moreover it was 
cheerfully given and the asker was usually told to “Come 
back any time I can help.” This is the kind of a sport 
we can be proud to be associated with! 

All the Regional Champions were there with the 
“farthest from home” honors going to Harold Churchman 
of Los Angeles, California, and Dick Trueblood of Seattle, 
Washington. Dick, by the way, is a youngster who will 
be heard of in the years to come if he keeps at the game. 
He finished second in the Northwestern Regional to the 
veteran Mel Rogers and when Mel came back with the 
Treasury Team the trip went to 17-year-old Dick. 

Joe Corr was about the happiest man in these United 
States the night of Friday, September 13, which was the 
day of the National Individual Pistol Match. Joe was 
not a member of the Philadelphia Police Team at Perry 
this year but came out there, as he said, ““To enjoy myself 
and shoot if I feel like it or stay in bed if I feel like that.” 
Evidently Joe felt like shooting in the Individual for 
when they added up the score he was tied with Andy 
Anderson of the Treasury Team and outranked Anderson 
with a splendid 98 rapid-fire. There wasn’t any wind 
to speak of during the Individual and the day was as 


good as could be asked for, but “the heat was on.” You 
could almost feel the pressure the shooters on the line 
were experiencing. There is a lot at stake in this match 
and the very fact that almost 600 shooters fire is enough 
to start your heart pumping faster than you wish it would. 
Under these circumstances a score of 277 is fine shooting 
and a score of 98 rapid-fire is noteworthy indeed. 

All the habitual National Record breakers were in 
camp this year, but for some reason the annual crop of 
new records did not materialize. Perhaps the rain and 
somewhat cool weather was the cause or perhaps the 
records already are high enough to make it difficult to 
add that necessary one point. Only two scores out of 
the thousands fired at Perry this year were new records. 
Paul Spavor, Regional Champion and police officer from 
St. Louis scored 196 in the .45 caliber rapid-fire event 
to top the old record by a single point and in the .45 
caliber four-man team match over the National Match 
Course Detroit’s four-man team raised its own record of 
1107 to 1124. 

Details of match winners, scores, etc., can all be found 
in a seprrate part of the magazine and a complete set of 
pistol bulletins in booklet form will soon be mailed to 
each registered competitor at the 1940 National Matches. 
These booklets will be mailed to all competitors without 
request on their part. Others interested in receiving a copy 
may do so by sending 25¢ to the Competitions Division 
at N. R. A. Headquarters.

a stage total of 925 against the Infantry’s 906. The 
final score was U. S. Marine Corps 2835, U. S. Infantry 
2801. 

Meanwhile the U. S. Marine Corps Reserve Team No. 1 
had been steadily gnawing away at what had looked like 
a hopelessly long handicap. Their 200 yard offhand score 
had totaled only 453 and their 200 yard rapid fire score 
was only 474, which left them 20 points behind the 
Doughboys. But on that Marine Reserve Team were a 
bunch of youngsters in years who ranked as veterans 
of the firing line in this country and abroad—men like 
Walter Walsh, Emmett Swanson, H. J. “Hank” Adams, 
young Douglas McDougal and Joe Hankins. So they 
took the breaks as they came, these youngster veterans, 
and thanked their lucky stars that the bad breaks had 
come early. At 300 rapid their stage total of 474 gained 
4 points on the Infantry. At 600 yards a total of 480 
gained 2 more points so they went on the 1,000 yard 
range Saturday morning 14 points behind the Doughboys 
and not considered a menace. The first Infantry pair 
dropped 15 points but the first Reserve pair dropped 21 
and wiped out all the hard earned gains of the day before. 
The second Infantry pair dropped only 10 and the Reserve 
dropped exactly double that amount. “Good-bye Marine 
Reserves,” said the score board watchers. But the third 
pair of doughboys spilled 25 points while Hank Adams 
and his partner, Paul Alonge, lost only 11. The fourth 
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Infantry pair dropped 27 and the fourth Reserve pair 
only 13. Here was a bit of “pressure” shooting that had 
suddenly picked up 28 points! The crowd around the 
scoreboard were again following the uphill fight of the 
“Junior Devildogs” and the Infantry knew that it had 
not one battle on its hands but two. As has so often 
happened in this great grueling test, the final decision lay 
in the hands of the final pair and though Walter Walsh 
and his partner, Bartletti, gained 1 more point it was 
not quite enough and the Infantry squeezed into second 
place by the narrow margin of 2801 to 2800. 

Meanwhile, as usual, battles just as keenly fought went 
on further down the line among the Civilian and National 
Guard Teams. For some reason scores generally seemed 
to be more widely spread this year and the last minute 
finishes which have characterized the struggle among 
Civilians and Guard Teams in past years were not so 
intense. A new trail was blazed for the Civilian riflemen 
when the battle for high Civilian Team swung to the 
Rocky Mountain states with the Montana Civilians fin- 
ishing 6th in the match and high over all other Civilians 
as well as National Guard Teams with a total of 2740. 
Colorado Civilians in 7th place with 2730 also topped 
all National Guard Teams. The Ohio National Guard 
again planted the colors of the Buckeye State at the head 
of the National Guard list by finishing 8th with a total 
of 2729. 
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ELEMENTS OF RELOADING 


FOR THE HANDGUN SHOOTER 


PART II. RELOADING THE .38 SPECIAL 
By Mas. Eart Naramore 


Powders and Bullets 


HE CHARGE (POWDER AND BULLET) that can be used 

in any firearm is limited by the design and strength 
of the weapon. The revolver is a peculiar arm. It is the 
bastard offspring of the pepperbox and the single-shot 
pistol. The mechanism is weak in leverage, and in order 
that the cylinder may turn freely, more clearance or head 
space must be left between the heads of the cartridges and 
the breech facing than is permissible in other types of arms. 
When one cartridge is fired, the rest recoil violently, and 
the heavier the charge, the more apt are the cases to strip 
away from the bullets. 

The alignment of the chambers with the barrel is de- 
pendent upon a whole chain of parts that involves nearly 
the entire mechanism of the gun, and frequently one or 
more of the chambers do not align perfectly with the 
barrel, and the strain placed upon the rear of the barrel 
is increased when the bullet comes in contact with it. The 
recoil plate of small bushing through which the hammer 
nose passes may be set back or broken if the primer pres- 
sure is too high, after which the extrusion of the primers 
to the rear makes rotation of the cylinder difficult or 
impossible. Large flash holes are conducive to high primer 
pressures, as are heavy powder charges. 

There are a number of factors other than the strength 
of the barrel and cylinder that limit the charges than can 
be used in revolvers, and while improved steel and heat 
treatment have increased the strength of these parts, the 
fundamental design of the revolver has not changed, and 
there is no use in trying to make a rifle or carbine out of 
one of these arms by overloading it. 

And what constitutes overloading? Experience has 
shown that if a revolver is to give long and satisfactory 
service, the ammunition for it should not be loaded to 
develop more than 15,000 pounds per square inch. Because 
of improved steels, etc., some so-called high-speed am- 
munition for the .38 Special is now loaded to around 
20,000 pounds, but the beginner will do well to consider 
15,000 pounds as the maximum limit. There are very 
good reasons for this. In the first place, tables of charges 
only indicate the ballistics that were developed with the 
components and powder lot used in preparing them, and 
there are too many variable factors that the reloader has 
no control over to be sure that a given load will produce 
the ballistics shown in the table. With a given load, the 
pressures may be lower than those shown for that load, 
but also they may well be higher. Minor inaccuracies in 
mechanical powder measures, when set by their gradua- 
tions, may result in slight overloading and send the pres- 
sures up a ton or so. Also, different lots of the same kind 
of powder often vary in potential, or “umph,” so what- 
ever increase in strength there may be in the newer re- 
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volvers had best be considered as an additional margin of 
safety. 
Powders 


There are seven American powders suitable for use in 
revolvers, the characteristics of which are briefly described 
below: 

Black Powder—FFg granulation for the .38 Special. 
This powder can not be overloaded. The charge should 
fill the case to a point where the base of the bullet will 
compress it slightly when seated. It develops pretty good 
velocity, but is little used because of the heavy recoil and 
excessive, dirty fouling. 

Kings’s Semi-Smokeless—A mixture of black and 
smokeless powders that is loaded in the same volume as 
black powder, but not the same weight. It gives much 
less fouling than black powder, and somewhat higher 
velocities, and is simple to load with a dip measure. This 
powder has much to recommend it, especially for the 
beginner. 

Bullseye—The Grand Old Man of the smokeless pistol 
powders. It is the oldest of them all, and no one seems 
to have been able to make a better powder for pistol and 
revolver cartridges. It ignites easily, and burns uni- 
formly. It does not vary a great deal from one lot to 
another. It is the densest and most potent of all smoke- 
less pistol powders, and must be loaded with care. A 
double charge of it will blow up any revolver, but it is 
perfectly safe to load in any normal charges, and minor 
variations in the charge are not dangerous. 

Dupont Pistol Powder No. 6—An excellent powder 
and a fairly recent development. Normal loads are heavier 
and bulkier than with Bullseye, and fewer cartridges can 
be loaded per pound of powder. Ignition and burning 
properties are satisfactory. There is little to choose be- 
tween No. 6 and Bullseye, and these two powders are the 
best for all normal loads. 

Dupont Pistol Powder No. 5—This powder can still be 
had, but it has been superseded by No. 6. No. 5 is a good 
powder, but does not ignite or burn as uniformly as its 
successor. It requires heavier and bulkier charges than 
even No. 6, but while good, it is the least desirable of the 
quick-burning pistol powders. No more of it is being 
made. 

Unique—This is, primarily, a rifle powder for the 
smaller rifle cartridges, but it happens to be an excellent 
powder for high-velocity loads in pistols and revolvers. 
With it considerably higher velocities can be obtained than 
with any of the above-mentioned powders, and without 
exceeding the 15,000 pound limit. There is no better 
powder for loads of this type, but Unique must be used 
in full charges. It is no good for reduced leads, as it 
does not burn uniformly at low pressures. 





Dupont No. 80—This is essentially a rifle powder. For 
use in revolvers it is infinitely better than no powder at 
all, but is the least desirable of all. It does not burn com- 
pletely even in the heaviest of loads, and will not give as 
high velocities as Unique, even with much higher pressures. 
No. 80 is not much good in reduced loads. It is a good 
powder to use in revolvers only when you can’t get any- 
thing else, but it does give pretty good accuracy. 


Loading 

Any of the mechanical powder measures can be set ‘ 
sufficiently close by their graduations for throwing normal 
charges of any pistol powder so they will be safe. Once 
set, the charges will run very uniform, so there is little 
object in taking the time to weigh charges. If it is de- 
sirable to get the setting of a powder measure exact, a 
good scale is necessary; and by a good scale I don’t mean aie 
one of these cheap prescription balances that are sensible 
to '4-grain, as this is too much error for dense pistol 
powders. The only good, cheap scale on the market is the 
Pacific, costing only seven dollars with a set of weights. 
There is no use in trying to set a powder measure with a 
scale that is less accurate than the measure. A good scale 
or balance is a nice thing to have, but if your budget will 
not permit both a scale and a powder measure, get the 
measure and let the scale wait awhile. 

The first step is to set the powder measure for the 
charge you want to'‘use. This can be done with the aid 
of the directions that come with adjustable powder 
measures, provided that you don’t try to exceed 15,000- 
pound loads. Otherwise you must set the measure with a 
scale. The Pacific measure is not adjustable, but is very 
nice for fixed charges. Separate charge cylinders are used 
for different weights of charge, but a certain amount of 
variation is possible with one charge cylinder, by changing 
powders. For example, a 3-grain cylinder will throw j 
about 3.0 grains of Bullseye, but if Pistol Powder No. 6 
is used, the charge will be the equivalent of about 2.8 
grains of Bullseye; and by using No. 5 powder, the charge 
will equal about 2.1 grains of Bullseye. 

After the measure is set, and before beginning to charge 
cases, the powder should be jarred down in the measure 
and enough charges thrown into any convenient con- 
tainer so that a depression appears in the top of the powder. 
This shows that the powder has reached a uniform density, 
and is flowing evenly. This should also be done before eae 
verifying the charge with a scale. If the measure is filled 
with powder, and is used at once, the powder will settle 
and the charges will increase a little in weight until the 
powder has jarred down to its normal density. The ex- 
ception to this rule is found with the B. & M. powder | 
measure. This measure dumps powder into a little cham- a 
ber having a transparent front, whence it is carried to the 
measuring device which is held in the hand; so the powder 
is always loaded in a loose state. 

In charging cases you should work methodically, adopt-

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ing any convenient and orderly method of handling the 
cases, and always doing the thing in the same way. Never 
load bullets into charged cases without looking into each 
case first. A loading block is a great convenience, for 
when it is filled with charged cases it can be tipped toward 
the light, and if, by error or accident, two charges have 
been put into one case, or the measure has slipped appre- 
ciably, the eye will detect the overloading. 


Bullets 


There are so many bullets available for the .38 Special 
that the novice reloader is often confused in the selection 
of a proper mould. These bullets can be roughly divided 
into three classes: those having round or conical noses, 
with or without a slight flat at the front; sharp-shoulder 
or wad-cutter bullets of cylindrical form, with or without 
a small bump or tit in the center of their wad-cutting 
faces; and a third class that is something of a combination 
of the above two, and comprises bullets with projecting 
noses that are much smaller than the body of the bullet 
but still stick out far enough to break a way through the 
atmosphere while leaving enough of a shoulder at the base 
of the nose proper to cut a clean hole in a target. 

The first class includes the conventional factory bullets, 
and the case bullets that more or less duplicate them. 
These bullets, with round noses, are the best, ballistically, 
for all around use, provided that they weigh not less than 
150 grains, or more than 160 grains. 

The second class can be divided into two groups: those 
that are loaded in the cases to about the depth of standard 
conical bullets, and project from the cases about the same 
distance as the regular service bullets; and those that are 
seated deeply in the cases and whose front ends are flush 
with the mouths of the cases, or nearly so. These bullets 
are nothing more than cylindrical slugs with grease grooves 
in them, and are of the worst possible ballistic shape. The 
only reason that they shoot pretty well in revolvers is 
because they are not used at over 50 yards, and 50 yards 
is not very much atmosphere for one of these bluff-bowed 
mud-scows to push its way through. Even so, they are apt 
to be unstable in flight, and any of them will tip in a 
strong cross wind. However, some of them will shoot 
very accurately up to 50 yards, under quiet air conditions. 
They should be considered as strictly short-range bullets, 
and are no good for general all-around use. 

The bullets in the third group are very good general- 
purpose bullets, as they are stable and accurate at fairly 
long ranges, and at the same time they will cut clean holes 
in a target, if used with reasonable charges. They are 
dependent upon a reasonable velocity for their narrow 
shoulders to cut cleanly, and at low velocities the edges 
of the holes are apt to be a bit ragged. It all depends 
upon the width of the shoulder. 


Bullet Weight 
Light-weight bullets are essentially short-range bullets.

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charges, but are not particularly satisfactory for general 
use. The beginner, at least, will do well to select bullets 
of not less than 150 grains in weight, or more than 160 
grains. The weight of a bullet has far more to do with 
where the revolver shoots, with relation to the point of 
aim, than the amount of powder used behind the bullet. 
Light-weight bullets will cause the gun to shoot low, and 
heavy bullets will make it shoot high. This point is of 
importance when using revolvers with fixed sights, as 
such guns are targeted and adjusted with 158-grain 
bullets. Using bullets of materially greater or less weight 
will necessitate more or less “holding off.” The variation 
in center of impact caused by different bullet weights can 
not be compensated for by the use of more or less powder. 


Flat and Hollow Bases 


Most factory bullets for the .38 Special have hollow 
bases of greater or less depth, but these hollows are of no 
particular advantage when the ammunition is used in 
modern guns. Hollow-base bullets are harder to cast than 
flat-base ones, and tend to cause excessive pressures when 
used with very heavy powder charges, as the skirts of the 
bullets expand excessively between the cylinder and barrel. 
Their use is not objectionable with any normal loads, but 
flat-base bullets are preferable. The outstanding excep- 
tion to this general statement has to do with those bullets 
that are seated deeply in the cases, as here the hollow base 
provides additional air space over the powder—about 
which we will have more later. 


Sizing Bullets 


In a revolver, the groove diameter of the barrel does 
not comprise the sole basis for determining bullet size, 
as in the case of a rifle. The bullet must be large enough 
to be guided by the throat, that part of the cylinder just 
in front of the chamber proper. This throat is always 
larger than the groove diameter of the barrel, to compen- 
sate for the errors in cylinder alignment that are inevitable 
in a mechanism as complicated as that of the revolver. 
The correct diameter for .38 Special bullets is from .357” 
to 358”. Some S. & W. revolvers can use bullets as large 
as .360”, but there is no advantage in using such large 
bullets, and bullets of this size will make the cartridge so 
large that it cannot be chambered in many Colt guns. The 
common practice is to size bullets with a .358” die. Ac- 
tually, the dies and chambers used for sizing cast bullets 
usually run a whisker on the plus side of their marked 
size, so it isn’t a bad idea to use a .357” die to start out 
with, just as the ammunition manufacturers do, although 
358” dies are perfectly all right. 

The Ideal and Bond lubricators and sizers are the most 
widely used for sizing and lubricating bullets, as with 
them both operations can be simultaneously performed, 
accurately, cleanly, and rapidly. Both machines are essen- 
tially the same, the main difference being that the Ideal 
uses top punches that perfectly fit each and every shape 
of bullet, while the Bond uses a punch of a compromise 
shape that fits no one bullet, but works quite satisfactorily 
with all except the sharp-shoulder bullets. Most of the 
latter require a flat or special top punch. 

The B. & M. bullet sizing tool is satisfactory, and has 
a die that is separate from the rest of the tool so that it 
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can be replaced if worn out—something very unlikely 
with lead bullets. This tool does not permit the use of 
dies for different calibers of bullets, but dies that vary 
not more than a few thousandths of an inch may be used. 

The Ideal Bullet Sizing Chamber is also an excellent 
device, but when it is used in the Ideal tool, the pressure 
of the soft split lug of the tool handles against the 
hardened punch of the sizing chamber bruises and dam- 
ages the lugs, and may ruin the handles. If these cham- 
bers are used in a cast-iron base, and the bullets tapped 
through the sizing die, the gadget becomes in effect the 
same as the B. & M. tool, and the sizing is more convenient, 
while the tool handles are saved from damage. 


Depth of Seating 


This is of importance in charging cases and seating 
bullets. It has to do with the amount of air space left 
between the base of the bullet and the powder charge. 
and practically all tables of charges give either the depth 
of seating of the bullet or the overall length of the loaded 
cartridge. The exceptions to this are tables that refer 
to bullets of specific number, whose seating depths are 
fixed by the location of a crimping groove. I am often 
asked what the significance of bullet seating depth is, 
i. e., what effect is produced by varying the seating depth 
of a certain bullet. In the first place, this information, 
where given, simply means that the ballistics given in the 
table were obtained with the bullet seated to the depth 
shown. The seating depth is usually given in thousandths 
of an inch, and of necessity must be an average dimension 
rather than an exact one, as the cartridge cases themselves 
will vary several thousandths of an inch in length; so as 
far as the air space is concerned, it is more accurate to 
measure the overall length of the cartridge. However, 
a variation of a few thousandths of an inch in seating 
depth is of no practical consequence. 

There is no rule that can be laid down for the amount 
of air space to leave in the .38 Special cartridge. The 
kind of powder, weight of charge, weight of bullet, to- 
gether with its hardness and length of bearing surface. 
all enter in. 

The more dense the powder is, the more the pressure 
is raised by increasing the depth of seating of the bullet. 
For example, black or semi-smokeless powder is used in 
charges that fill the case to the base of the bullet. In fact 
the base of the bullet is supported by the powder, so the 
depth of seating is fixed by the volume of the charge. 
At the other extreme we have Bullseye, the most dense of 
all the pistol powders. By pushing a 158-grain (or even 
lighter) bullet down on top of a normal charge of this 
powder, the pressure can be raised to a point where it will 
probably burst the cylinder; but if we jump back to 
Pistol Powder No. 5, which is of considerably lower 
density, and try the same trick, the pressure will be raised 
materially but it is doubtful if the gun would blow up 
But don’t try it. 

The point I wish to make is: that you need not work 
yourself into a sweat over a thousandth of an inch in the 
seating depth of bullets, or a hundredth of an inch, either. 
Crimp your bullets where their design indicates they 
should be crimped, and you will be perfectly safe regard- 
less of the powder used. 
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THE GERMAN SOLOTHURN

‘<TD LITZKREIG” AND “M G. 734” have become synony- 

B mous terms in the current European war. This 
light machine gun of standard German 7.9-mm. rifle cali- 
ber is known officially as ““M. G. ’34,” which is a brief way 
of saying ““Machine Gun, Model 1934.” “Solothurn,” from 
the name of the Swiss inventor, and also ‘“Rheinmetall- 
Borsig,” after the great German munitions manufacturing 
plant by that name in Diisseldorf, which is producing it 
in large numbers, are the two more popular names by 
which this new German military weapon is known. It is 
hardly fair to call this gun new, however, because it is 
merely a copy of the much earlier German Dreyse light 
machine gun, known officially in German military circles 
as “M. G. °13.” This Solothurn is merely a Dreyse Model 
1913 in its greater substance, modified mainly for ease 
and cheapness of manufacture. The two weapons look 
so much alike that one must observe closely to distinguish 
one from the other. Although the older Dreyse is largely 
replaced by the new Solothurn, both weapons have been 
used in replacing the older heavy, water-cooled machine 
guns with light air-cooled ones in all branches of the 
German service, except in fixed fortification defenses, 
where mobility is not an important factor, and the Model 
1908 Maxim water-cooled machine gun is entirely 
practical. 

Most RIFLEMAN readers will probably be only mildly 
interested in any weapon which sprays a hail of slugs as 
from a fire hose. The Solothurn is capable of such a type 
of fire, and also of well-aimed deliberate semi-automatic 
fire. Other characteristics of this very adaptable weapon 
which appeal to the ordinary rifleman are the shoulder 
stock and box magazine which permit of prone or offhand 
firing, and firing from the somewhat different light 
machine gun positions. These light machine gun positions 
differ from standard rifle positions in that the light 
machine gun is rested on a short bipod in the prone position, 
and is fired from the hip as in operating a water hose in 
the offhand position; this hip firing—of very rough ac- 
curacy—being used only at very short ranges during hand- 
to-hand fighting. 

Most common of the Solothurn light machine guns is 
the infantry and parachute-troop model equipped with 
shoulder stock and bipod rest. The aircraft model has no 
shoulder stock, and has a corrugated sheet-metal drum 
magazine to hold the metallic link belt. Both infantry 
and aircraft models have a full-length perforated sheet- 
metal tube surrounding the barrel to prevent the shooter 
from touching the barrel after it gets hot from firing. The 
general appearance of these guns gives an impression of 
a fantastic Martian design. 

Fantastic as its appearance may be, this gun employs 
the most basically sound fundamental principle of high- 
power automatic weapon operation: short recoil, in which 
the interlocked barrel and breech block move approxi- 
mately 1/2-inch to the rear before unlocking from each 
other, so that breech pressure is reduced to residual limits 
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before unlocking of the breech occurs. The application 
of the short recoil principle is quite uniform in this weapon. 
Instead of the bolt revolving to unlock the breech, as is 
the case in the American Johnson short-recoil shoulder 
and machine rifles, the Solothurn barrel and attached 
barrel extension revolve as an integral unit, and the bolt 
merely glides straight to the rear and forward, without 
revolving. Also unlike the Johnson forward bolt-locking 
lugs, are the Solothurn’s interrupted-type locking lugs 
at the rear of the bolt. These differences in Johnson and 
Solothurn show that although these weapons operate on 
the same general principle, applications of the principle are 
quite different in each. At this stage one can only theorize 
as to which application of the excellent short-recoil prin- 
ciple is best. At first glance it becomes apparent that the 
Solothurn cartridge doesn’t have to cross as much “‘wasted 
space” from magazine to chamber because of the rear- 
locking bolt, and this should cause slightly better magazine 
cartridge feeding than in the Johnson with its front- 
locking bolt. On the other hand, the front-locking 
Johnson bolt should give more accurate semi-automatic 
fire, because locking lugs at bolt head absorb cartridge 
recoil before this recoil can be distributed to weaker parts 
of the system, which causes vibration and results in inac- 
curacy. The Solothurn non-revolving bolt is contacted 
directly by the coil-type recoil spring, and does not require 
a connecting-rod to connect these parts. However, while 
the Johnson requires a connecting-rod because of the re- 
volving bolt, this causes no undue complication in the 
mechanism. 

Breech-unlocking of this Solothurn is accomplished by 
two diametrically opposite cams on the outer rear portion 
of the barrel extension, contacting cams in the receiver 
so that the barrel extension is revolved and the bolt-locking 
lugs disengaged from locking shoulders within the rear 
end of the barrel extension. While the bolt is being un- 
locked from the barrel extension, cams on the rear end of 
the barrel extension contact cams on the rear of the bolt, 
and tend to accelerate the movement of the bolt to the 
rear. In the infantry and parachute gun, the recoil spring 
is inside the buttstock in direct prolongation of the barrel 
and bolt. The bolt-operating handle is on the right side 
of the receiver, its long rear portion sliding to and fro 
in a metal guide tube on the right side of the buttstock. 

As mentioned before, the gun is capable of both semi- 
automatic and full-automatic fire, but unlike our Amer- 
ican Browning Automatic rifle, Model 1918, which re- 
quires manual operation of a change-lever to go from one 
kind of fire to the other, the Solothurn effects this change 
by merely a change in the position of the trigger finger. 
This ingenious trigger arrangement causes semi-automatic 
fire when the upper part of the trigger is pulled, and full- 
automatic fire when the lower part is pulled. 

When it is expected that only a limited amount of semi- 
automatic fire will be necessary, a twenty-round detach- 
able box magazine is used, but when long sustained periods 
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of full-automatic firing are contemplated, a feed block is 
slipped over the magazine opening, and special metallic link 
belts are used. The twenty-round detachable box maga- 
zine is of the conventional staggered type, and sticks out 
to the left, horizontally, when attached to the gun. A 
magazine filler is slipped over the magazine opening, and 
standard five-round Mauser clips are used to charge the 
magazines rapidly. When four Mauser clips are stripped 
off into the magazine, the magazine filler is removed and 
the loaded magazine is ready for use in the gun. Addi- 
tional loaded twenty-round magazines are carried by the 
gun crew, so that a steady volume of fire is assured. 

Unlike our disintegrating metallic-link machine-gun 
belt, the Solothurn belt is non-disintegrating. The links 
are held together by pins so that after the belt is used it 
may be reloaded by hand fairly rapidly in the field. If 
some of the links become damaged, the damaged portion 
of the belt is removed, the bad links are replaced, and the 
belt is once more serviceable. Metallic belts are easily and 
cheaply made from metal stampings, and are much 
superior to the older web belts. Each Solothurn belt 
link is open at the top so that the cartridge is held in 
position by the spring clamp-like sides of the link. This 
arrangement permits the cartridge to be pushed forward 
and upward out of the belt by the counter-recoiling bolt- 
head, directly into the barrel chamber, and the compli- 
cated Maxim-type machine-gun cartridge-feeding arrange- 
ment is thus made quite obsolete in comparison. 

The feed block, which is attached over the magazine 
opening in the receiver when belt firing is desired, contains 
a feed lever which contacts a cam cut in the recoiling 
mechanism, so that motive power is furnished for the feed 
mechanism. Connected to this feed lever within the feed 
block is a slide and pawl system to move the belt from left 
to right one link, as each shot is fired. The only function 
of this feed block is to “roll” the belt through the gun. 
Minimum amount of cartridge travel from magazine 
to chamber results in less feeding malfunctions in the 
Solothurn. 

There is far more merit in this Solothurn design than 
makes itself apparent upon casual inspection. This merit 
is due not only to basically correct fundamental design 
to effect positive functioning performance and ease and 
cheapness of manufacture, but also to much more subtle 
though important features which do their bit in making 
an excellent design better. A good example of such a 
subtle feature is the buttstock design. Conventional 
shoulder weapons have sights mounted low upon the barrel 
and receiver, and the butt-stock has enough drop below 
the sight line and barrel to give comfort in shooting. Such 
a stock design is fine for all ordinary shoulder weapons 
which are not intended to be fired fully automatic, but 
when such a buttstock is used on a machine gun, the gun 
has a tendency to “shudder” or “climb” because the line of 
shoulder resistance is below the line of recoil thrust, and 
the shots come in such quick succession that the gun does 
not have time to return to its initial low position before 
the following shot is fired. This action results in the 
muzzle rising constantly higher, and greatly deranges the 
shooter’s aim. To prevent this climbing of the muzzle, 
the Solothurn buttstock is in direct prolongation with the 
barrel axis, so that the lines of shoulder resistance and recoil 
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thrust coincide. To give comfort in shooting, the front 
and rear sights are raised considerably. 

Another commendable Solothurn feature is the com- 
bined flash-hider and gas-deflector to utilize the powder 
gases in helping drive the recoiling barrel to the rear. This 
flash-hider and deflector is attached to the barrel jacket at 
the position of the barrel muzzle, and consists of a steel 
cone with a hole at the large end just big enough to allow 
passage of a bullet. The hole at the small end is of about 
exterior barrel diameter, so that when the bullet blocks off 
the small hole at the large end of the deflector, the cham- 
ber formed within the deflector becomes momentarily 
filled with high-pressure powder gas, and the barrel is thus 
pushed to the rear. 

The folding bipod rest is still another feature deserving 
of special comment, because it serves not only as an 
efficient bipod rest during prone fire, but also as a fore-end 
when folded back. When it is desired to fire from a 
standing position during quick changing of gun position, 
the bipod legs are grasped in the left hand and folded back 
to form a sort of fore-end. This system prevents the shoot- 
er’s hand from contacting a barrel heated by firing. The 
hand guard or barrel jacket also prevents hot metal from 
touching the shooter’s hands, but long periods of sustained 
firing warm up the metal barrel jacket considerably. 

Sighting equipment on the Solothurn is the usual Euro- 
pean style of open front and rear sights of “Barleycorn” 
and anotchtype. The rear sight is adjustable for elevation 
only, and uses the Mauser tangent curve system for posi- 
tive adjustments. A quickly detachable sling is provided 
for ease in carrying the weapon on the shoulder or slung 
across the back. 

The ability to change barrels in the field without an 
elaborate set of tools is very important in modern military 
automatic weapons. When a Solothurn barrel is worn out 
from erosion due to much firing, or requires replacement 
for other reasons, the barrel may be easily removed by un- 
screwing the buttstock from the receiver, removing the 
bolt, barrel extension, and barrel from the receiver, and un- 
screwing the barrel from the barrel extension. 

Preventing erosion and extending barrel life of auto- 
matic weapons as long as possible is a big factor in deciding 
what type of barrel to use. In recent years the German 
steel firm of Béhler-Kahlenbach has carried on research 
to produce erosion-resisting barrel steel. They succeeded 
in producing a type of steel which extends the barrel’s 
serviceable accuracy life from 25% to 50% when the 
German style of barrel boring is used. It is claimed that 
as many as 50,000 rounds of caliber 7.9 x 57-mm. Model 
’88 cartridges (comparatively low-pressure, round-nose- 
bullet load) were fired from a barrel made to German 
dimensions and of this new Bohler steel before accuracy 
suffered enough to affect serviceability. German barrel 
dimensions differ from the American in that the German 
groove diameter exceeds the bullet diameter by about 
.002” or .003”, while the American groove and bullet 
diameters are the same. The German land diameter is 
normal, therefore the grooves are .001” to .0015” deeper 
than American grooves, and many more shots are required 
to erode the “high” German barrel lands to a point where 
they will no longer rotate a bullet properly. Gas will 
escape around the bullet and cause more erosion than if

HE CAMP PERRY GATE TOWERS loomed up vaguely thru 
ke rain-spattered windshield after a hard, eight hour 
drive from Chicago. The weather and general air of deser- 
tion on August twenty-fifth, a week before Perry’s 
“official opening,” was not heartening to two Captains 
who realized that Major F. W. Parker would not be at the 
National Matches for the first time since 1922 and that 
the small bore range would have to get along without his 
experienced guiding hand. We drove straight ahead past 
the competitors’ mess, past the sign telling us where to 
report, past the long, skeletal lines of uncovered tent 
frames, past ghost-like commercial row, then after a left 
turn by the flagpole, we quickened our pace by A Range, B 
Range, C Range, D East, D West, Erie Ordnance Depot 
and finally pulled up at the small bore range—Back 
AGAIN! 

Quick searching glances followed here, there, all over 
the range. The range house had been painted and the 
grass mowed but, except for the 200 and 300 yard butts 
which could be seen dimly in the distance, there was no 
other indication that we were looking at anything but 
a barren prairie. We tried to visualize the range teeming 
with life as we had left it a year before, but a ground 
hog which dodged beneath the entry desk furnished the 
only movement. 

After a brief look about us we headed back to the center 
of camp and the customary routine of reporting at any 
army post. The Camp Director, ‘Fill in these forms.” 
The Adjutant, “Fill in these forms.” The Finance Officer, 
“Fill in these forms.” The Quartermaster, “Fill in these 
forms’—1 each, cots, folding, iron—1 each, pillow, 
feather, curled (sand) and wearily on till we crossed the 
threshold of E 15, our domicile for the next four weeks. 
Once inside we could only sit listening to the rain pat- 
tering on the canvas roof and watching puddles form on 
the concrete floor under our raincoats. 

Our first duty Monday morning was to report to 
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Colonel Wood, Executive Officer, and then to Colonel 
Bagby, Assistant Executive Officer. After congratulating 
him upon his promotion, we learned that Major Andrews 
“From Tyro to Expert” was to have charge of the small 
bore range and that all personnel would be cut 10% from 
last year. Our next stop was at the Range Director’s office 
where we met Lieutenant Colonels Spann and Mitchell, 
Range Director and Range Adjutant respectively. 
we heard of the shortage of Regular Army troops and 
officers and were warned that we would have to get along 
the best we could with the personnel available. The 
rest of the day was spent looking for Major Andrews, pre- 
paring for our four-week stay and in renewing acquaint-

ances. 

The precipitation was no less, but it was a little more 
cheerful when four other Reserve Officers from Chicago 
drove into camp Monday afternoon to join the nucleus 
of the small bore crew. Lieutenants Patterson, Kolderup, 
Overbeck and Kilbourne were old friends of ours and six 
men sitting around the cup that cheers are always better 
than two. The first joint duty for our little group was 
the trip to the hospital in the evening for physical exami- 
nations. Uncle Sam had sent eight of his army’s best 
surgeons to watch over the health of everyone attending 
the National Matches. These learned gentlemen had 
been somewhat bored from lack of business and when they 
saw six defenseless victims approaching their lair they 
chortled with glee. The mere fact that all of us had had 
at least three other examinations within the past two 
months meant less than nothing. For almost three hours 
they looked, felt, listened, punched, talked, and wrote. 
By the time we left the hospital it was too late for any- 
thing but a sandwich at Sandy Kerr’s and to bed, with the 
rain still drumming on the tent. 

Tuesday morning the weather changed—it rained 
harder. Bill Shadel was the first of the N. R. A. crew 
in camp. Poor Bill was trying to gather information for 
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the boys back in Washington but with very little success. 
Major Andrews had not arrived and the order came—"‘Set 
up the range, rain or shine.” A detail of privates, non- 
commissioned officers and trucks were sent to the range 
and by 1:30 the small bore range equipment began to 
emerge from its winter’s hibernation in a warehouse in 
Erie Ordnance Depot. In a short time things were hum- 
ming. The trucks made trip after trip between the ware- 
house and the range dumping equipment in the mud. 
Soon the area in front of the range house was a quagmire. 
Our war-time trucks stuck fast on every other trip until 
finally they had to be unloaded on the road and the ma- 
terial carried by hand into position. 

By Wednesday the storage area was empty, but not the 
overcast skies, and the range was beginning to take form 
in spite of mud and more rain. The concrete blocks on 
which the target frames rested had been tilted and turned 
by old Jack Frost. Many of the frames were broken and 
had to be replaced. The range house was remodeled and 
the roof repaired so that the persistent rain would not 
spoil the targets and statistical records. Target carriers 
for the 200 yard ranges had to be installed and adjusted. 
The firing line stakes were located, re-painted and driven 
into place. Furniture and equipment was installed in the 
range house. Telephone and electric wiring was installed 
by Captain Love and his Signal Corps crew. Almost 
everything required some repairing or refinishing. 

On Thursday the range officers’ school started. We 
alternated in attending the morning and afternoon ses- 
sions and in supervising the range work. For the re- 
mainder of that first week our work went on in the mud 
and rain. By Saturday, thanks to the kindly assistance 
and helpful cooperation of the Regular Army officials, the 
range was set up, except for minor repair, adjustments 
and “eyewash,” and the ghost shacks on commercial row 
had taken on the appearance of life. We could catch 
our breath and get set for the strenuous firing period to 
come. Lieutenant Colonel Mack Garr arrived in Camp 
and took over the job as Chief Range Officer of the 
Small Bore Range. The list of range officers was com- 
pleted by the arrival of Captain Smith and Lieutenants 
Hannum, Renwick, Gildersleeve and Bennett. Lieutenant 
Yates also arrived and learned that he was to act as sta- 
tistical officer. Major Andrews never arrived and we 
learned eventually that he had been ordered to the new 
Armored Division. 

Early Labor Day morning, with the rain still pouring 
down, the first practice firing of the 1940 matches com- 
menced concurrently with the opening of the schools 
on the big bore and pistol ranges. The newly arrived 
officers went to their school while the rest of us put the 
finishing touches on the range and handled practice and 
skidoo firing. More and more competitors began to ap- 
pear, following the cessation of the rain on Tuesday. 
Wednesday afternoon an additional permanent range de- 
tail was received and on Thursday we had our full crew 
for two days’ training before the big shoot. Though 
the making of entries was moved to the main N. R. A. 
office the small bore statistical force still had to handle 
squadding, target preparation, comparing for cross fires, 
scoring, recording on score cards, ranking, protests and 


preparation of preliminary and final bulletins. This 
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is a difhcult job requiring absolute accuracy, speed, ability 
to concentrate amid confusion and an effortless mechani- 
cal familiarity with the various jobs. Lieutenant Yates 
and indefatigable Fred Moulton of the N. R. A. took the 
statistical office crew in tow and labored valiantly for 
two short days to impart to nineteen uninitiated Ohio 
National Guard enlisted men a degree of proficiency which 
comes only from years of practical experience at many 
matches. Colonel Garr, with no previous intimate 
acquaintance with operations on the Small Bore Range, 
but fully aware of its value for training purposes and 
always keenly interested in the promotion of marksman- 
ship, was quick to detect the statistical office problem. 
If recommendations strongly urged by him are adopted, 
the small bore shooter may expect a decided improvement 
in that department for next year. 

By the end of school week the range was completely 
prepared, fully organized and ready for the first match 
on Saturday. Final range assignments were given to all 
range operating personnel from the Corporal and his 
crew of six enlisted men running targets to the Assistant 
Chief Range officers riding herd over the Range officers. 
A final Range Officers’ school specializing in small bore 
operations was held, at which strict adherence by com- 
petitors to all safety precautions was made mandatory. 
There was full explanation and discussion of the rules 
so that each competitor could be assured that all other 
competitors were complying with the rules and condi- 
tions of each match and were firing on an equal basis. 
Range officers have found that the Ivory Soap percentage 
of purity prevails among shooters and that in no other 
sport is there such a clean, wholesome competitive spirit. 


It’s the results that count 








Proper corrections and requests of Range Officers are 
willingly and readily complied with by this class of com- 
petitor. Nothing is more painful or unpleasant to a 
Range Officer than to detect a competitor in a wilful 
disregard of fair competition, making it necessary to 
“enforce” a rule. Except for the practices of a few 
the matches would be as pleasant for the Range Officer 
as they are for the competitors. The repeated violations 
of the few or their border line practices of such a nature 
as to make them extremely difficult to judge must 
certainly not give those competitors sufficient advan- 
tage to overcome the effects of constant and unavoid- 
able annoyance from Range Officers in the performance 
of their duties and obligations to the other competitors. 
Ninety-nine per cent play the game in a manner that 
make this part of a Range Officer’s job needless—why 
can’t we all? 

Now for the matches—the rains had ceased, the floods 
subsided, cool weather set in and the mud had been re- 
placed by hard ruts. Only the wind was with us (but 
what a wind) at 8:00 o’clock on the morning of Saturday, 
September 7th, when the Chief Range Officer’s clear voice, 
all fuzzy around the edges when it emerged from the 
public address system, called the competitors on the line 
for the first and only relay of the 50 yard any sights 
Restricted Class match. One hundred twenty-nine com- 
petitors responded to the call as against one hundred 
thirty-one in the same match last year. This in the face 
of the confident prediction of some old timers that there 
would be a 25% decrease in entries because of the post- 
ponement of the matches. Out of 27 matches fired over 
the same courses as last year, 11 had increases up to 30% 
over last year’s entries. The decreases in entries were 
relatively small except for the American Legion Match 
—40%—the boys who went “over there” don’t get any 
younger, you know. The Critchfield Aggregate enjoyed 
a 30% increase in entries and there was a 10% increase 
or better in the Western Trophy, U. S. Cartridge, 50 yard 
Any Sight All Comers, 100 yard Any Sight All Comers 
and “400” Club. 

The match record of 400-28x in this 1940 Perry tee 
off match was broken by Charles Merriam of Troy, New 
York, with a 400-33x. Irene Barney (Mrs. W. H. Fisher) 
of Dayton, Ohio, the “Perry Bride” married on Labor 
Day after having made advance entries in her maiden 
name, rose in this match from obscurity and only a 
year’s firing to serve advance notice of her achievements 
to follow by finishing eleventh with a score of 400-26x 
—her first perfect score. Other records were destined 
to fall and husbands sent to the kitchen, namely Messrs. 
Arthur Dean, and Fred Molt, by the expert shooting of 
their wives, Doris and Alice, respectively. In one other 
match of the day the match record fell—Frank C. Hoppe 
of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, bettering the old mark of 
399-25x in the 100 yard Any Sight Medalist Match by 
turning in a score of 400-22x and R. O. Willman tied the 
match record of 400-35x in the 50 yard Any Sight 
Medalist’s Match. 

On Sunday, September 8, the morning air was quite 
chilly but Emory Hawcock of Monmouth, Illinois, got 
hot and bettered the old match record for the American 
Dewar Course Match of 400-31x by two x’s. 
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Monday, September 9—cold, but E. M. Kell of Deer- 
field, Kansas, took the Western Trophy Match with 400- 
35x, outranking the holder of last year’s Critchfield Ag- 
gregate, Vere Hamer, at the 100 yard stage and smashing 
the old match record by 3x’s. 

Tuesday, September 10—colder, but things happened. 
The “Perry Bride” Irene Barney, in the Sharpshooter Class 
Match, new this year, took first place with a 199-9x 
setting a new woman’s outdoor record for 20 shots, 
100 yards, metallic sights. Charles G. Whipple, Summer- 
set, Pennsylvania, last year’s winner of the Peters Trophy 
Match, duplicated the feat this year with a 195-5x, being 
the only 1939 winner able to stand up under 1940 com- 
petition. Whipple, incidentally, holds the record of 199- 
12x for this course—20 shots, 200 yards, metallic sights. 

Wednesday, September 11—colder than H - - - long 
underwear on—commercial joints and Erie Quartermaster 
sold out—but Doris Dean, Chicago, Illinois, a “Perry 
Bride,” rubbed the old trigger finger red hot and set a 
new woman’s outdoor record for 40 shots at 50 yards, 
metallic sights of 400-29x, taking fifth place behind 
the old Masters, Russell Gardner, Troy, Ohio, with 33x, 
W. C. Kennedy, Short Hill, New Jersey, with 30x, R. D. 
Triggs, Madison, New Jersey, with 29x and W. C. Donald- 
son, Corsopolis, Pennsylvania, with 29x in the 50 yard 
Metallic Sights All Comers Match. The policy of taking 
the high 10% in each relay of the 200 yard events with 
the top man in each relay shooting it off together in one 
relay later in the day, first experimented with in 1939, 
was followed again this year with increasing popularity. 
In both the Peters and Winchester events, metallic and 
any sights, the high men in all relays successfully proved 
their consistency by winning the shoot-offs also; Whipple 
in the Peters and Molt in the Winchester. 

Thursday, September 12—temperature 39 above in the 
tent at 5:30 a. M.—long underwear still on—which 
broke a 10-year record for one Range Officer and saw two 
records broken on the firing line. William G. Patriquin 
of Ernest, Pennsylvania, and C. F. Rider, New Kensing- 
ton, Pennsylvania, set a new two-man team record of 
400-21x for 20 shots at 100 yards metallic sights while 
taking first place in the Lyman Trophy Doubles Match. 
The “Perry Bride” and groom, Irene Barney and William 
H. Fisher, finished second, the bride setting a new woman’s 
outdoor record of 199-16x-for the course. 

Friday, September 13—long underwear still on, setting 
a 23-year record—other match or course records broken, 
also the weather, and at noon the Range Officer peeled out 
of the woollies. W. P. Schweitzer, Hillside, New Jersey, 
and R. D. Triggs, Madison, New Jersey, 1939 winners of 
the Randle Trophy Doubles, bowed this year to Russ 
Parry, Walnut Port, Pennsylvania, and Floyd F. Oswald, 
New Tripoli, Pennsylvania, but not without a struggle, 
as a shoot-off was necessary to break a tie for first place. 
And here’s Irene Barney again, walking off with the 100 
yard metallic sight Restricted Match with a score of 400- 
28x, setting a new match record, and also a new woman’s 
outdoor record for the course, 40 shots, 100 yards, metal- 
lic sights. The 400” Club Match, in spite of a 65% 
increase in entries, failed to justify its haughty name, 
Dave Carlson taking the match with a 399-27x.

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CHAMPIONS 


MONG THE HORDE OF COMPETITORS who crowded the 
ranges at Camp Perry were twenty champions and 
substitute champions who had been carefully selected at 
regional tournaments during the year to insure attend- 
ance of an outstanding pistol and small bore shooter from 
each section of the country. Accompanying them were 
about the same number ‘of “‘assistant champs,” sharp- 
shooters selected at the same regional tournaments as 
the typical “Mr. Average Shooter” from the various 
sections. Many of the regional champions would have 
attended the National Matches anyway, but to most of 
the assistant champs the Camp Perry trip was an unusual, 
much appreciated and sometimes unexpected experience. 
The spotlight was naturally focused on this little 
group of shooters who could not help but feel the in- 
creased pressure which came from knowing that the 
boys they beat in the regionals were waiting for the 
opportunity to make a little speech beginning, “Now, 
if only I had been in his shoes—.” But spotlight and 
all, the regional champs and their helpers garnered six- 
teen first place medals and more than their share of 
other awards. 

Honors among the regional pistol delegation were di- 
vided between Al Hemming, of the Detroit Police, who 
blazed his way to first place in the N. R. A. Grand 
Aggregate, the 180-shot course used in the regional tourna- 
ment, and Paul Spavor, of the St. Louis Police, who 
raised the old .45 rapid fire world’s record three points 
to 196. Each of these men added more first place medals 
to his collection, Hemming in the McGinley trophy 
match, Spavor in the center-fire timed and medalist 
events. 

Mel Rogers, the big winner from the great Northwest, 
is also a vital cog on the U. S. Treasury team which won 
the N. R. A. team championships with both .22 and .38. 
Mel also did pretty well when he shot by himself, even 
putting his name on the still short list of repeat winners 
by taking the N. R. A. .22 championship for the second 
year in a row. 

Walter Walsh, the regional course record-holder, felt 
it more important to help the U. S. Marine Reserve rifle 
team find its place of glory on the .30 caliber range than 
to compete with the pistoleers, but his substitute, George 
Lyon of Chambersburg, Penna., did all right for the 
region by bringing home the fourth place awards in the

rels, or even until the American barrel is almost shot out, 
but the German barrel is sufficiently accurate for mili- 
tary use, and has a longer accuracy life than the American 
barrel with its comparatively shallow grooves. This is 
just another version of that high-power-rifle “tight vs. 
loose” barrel-dimension controversy, and surely shows that 
the Germans (and the British, who use a like system,) 
just didn’t make their groove diameters oversize through

N. R. A. grand aggregate and Clarke Memorial matches 
and first in the .22 civilian school event. 

Although the other regional champions didn’t find it 
necessary to hire special trucks to carry home their 
awards, they were knocking on the door of fame in 
several events. Jim Herron of Scotia, N. Y., Ralph Kirk 
of Tampa, L. P. McCasland of Texas, L. F. Markle of 
Denver, and Garold Curo of San Francisco, all garnered 
at least one medal. 

While this was going on the assistant regional pistol 
champions were running up an excellent record in the 
sharpshooter class, with only three of them being below 
tenth place in that class in the aggregate. J. M. Schooley 
of Denver was top sharpshooter while R. A. Sutton of 
Jacksonville was second. They were followed by Hugh 
Adamson of Kansas City, Albert Meyer of Attica, N. Y., 
and F. J. Kewer, Jr., of Detroit. 

The big noise on the small bore range was made by 
Arthur C. Jackson of Brooklyn who came to Perry as the 
sharpshooter winner from the Northeastern region but 
who went home as the top Dewar Course shooter of the 
entire tournament with a mess of 400’s to his credit, 
including two of them fired in the Dewar tryouts. 

Bill Schweitzer and Bill Woodring, both regional repre- 
sentatives, were in their normal good form although 
Woodring’s interests were divided between small bore 
and the welfare of the Reserve Officers’ .30 caliber team 
and he had to be content with one first place award—in 
the Austin match. Schweitzer didn’t have any firsts 
except a half interest in the leafless Hercules trophy 
which he won with Bill Kennedy. He did, however, win 
a double handful of place medals in other events, includ- 
ing third in the aggregate behind Dave Carlson and John 
Moschkau who is just completing his first year of major 
competition. 

Ernest Barrien, representing the Pacific Northwest, 
proved himself to be the best of the railwaymen by 
winning the special match offered for them; Jim Lacy 
of the Northeast and R. C. Pope from the Southwest also 
placed among the medal winners. 

In addition to Jackson’s noteworthy contribution, 
Cliff Fosberg of Portland, Oreg., Harris Hunsley of 
Illinois, and W. H. Wilson from Kirkland, Tex., all 
took home medals to show that their regional wins were 
well deserved. 


carelessness. Charles Newton, and Ross of Canada, used 
the oversize groove diameter also, and perhaps they had 
their good reasons for so doing. It is well to note, at least, 
that the matter of proper weight and exterior contour 
in a barrel is more important from the standpoint of 
accuracy than a difference of .002” or .003” in groove 
diameter. Boat-tail bullets, when used in bores with 
oversize groove diameter, aren’t supposed to perform at all 
—in theory, anyway. Practically, this theory can be ex- 
ploded by firing caliber .30 M1 cartridges in Enfield bar- 
rels with groove diameters running .002” to .003” over- 
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size. The Enfield seems to perform as well with these boat- 
tail-bullets as do other barrels, and the accuracy life is 
longer than that of a Springfield Model 1903 barrel. This 
increase in accuracy life of Enfield barrels is due mainly, 
however, to five wide lands (narrow grooves) instead of 
the Springfield’s four narrow lands (wide grooves). 

Far more important than the barrel-accuracy life of mil- 
itary automatic weapons is the ease and cheapness of manu- 
facture, so that a weapon can be put on an efficient mass- 
production basis. To be produceable with efficiency, parts 
of the weapon must not be of complicated shape or require 
too complicated and involved machining operations. It is 
far better to use three parts readily manufacturable than 
fewer parts of complicated shape. It is a recognized fact 
that “round” parts, involving comparatively simple lathe 
production, are far easier and cheaper to produce than any 
other shape; also, round parts may be produced with 
greater speed and speed is essential in these blitzkreig days. 
The Solothurn and Johnson weapons have a maximum 
number of round parts, and are therefore very efficient 
from the manufacturing standpoint. By means of ex- 
ceptionally clever design, these weapons have been simpli- 
fied to the maximum degree without sacrificing per- 
formance as weapons. 

Still more important than all factors thus far con- 
sidered is the question as to whether the semi-automatic 
shoulder rifle or the light machine gun in conjunction with 
bolt-action rifles is the correct answer to involved prob- 
lems of fire-power and ammunition supply. The light- 
machine-gun squad consists of about four men, armed 
with one light machine gun for offensive fire-power, and 
bolt-action rifles for both offensive and defensive purposes. 
These four men distribute the ammunition load among 
themselves, and also carry spare parts to keep the machine 
gun in action. The American rifleman in battle could be 
armed with a semi-automatic shoulder rifle, and still be a 
part of that light-machine-gun squad, and thereby de- 
liver a fire-power superior to that of the European light- 
machine-gun crews now in existence. Ammunition sup- 
ply in the scene of operations is another problem not so 
easily solved, however, and it may take more than one 
user’s experience to determine which system has the great- 
est effectiveness. And only time and practical experience 
in the field will tell the true tale.

Canada furnished the only international competition 
for Perry this year, the United States Dewar Team taking 
the match and retaining the coveted trophy. The Rail- 
waymen’s and R. W. S. International Matches were not 
fired for want of competing teams while the F. I. D. A. C. 
International Match was dropped due to the withdrawal 
of the American Legion from F. I. D. A. C. The Rail- 
waymen, however, shot it out among themselves with 
Ernest Barrien, Milwaukee, Oregon, coming out on top 
and the Legion divided up East-West, with East taking 
a close match. 

In the Caswell it was Pennsylvania one, two, three. 
The Critchfield Aggregate was taken by Dave Carlson, 
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New Haven, Connecticut, high woman going to Adelaide 
McCord, Sewickley, Pennsylvania, and high junior to 
John C. Symmes, Atlanta, Georgia. 

Monday and Tuesday saw the range dismantled and put 
back to bed for what we hope is only a year. On Wed- 
nesday, after the Camp inspector had put his stamp of 
approval on the deserted range and the completely boarded 
and securely nailed range house, we stood again looking 
at the vast prairie, then departed, leaving the range to 
the ground hog with apologies for having disturbed him. 


On the Firing Line 


For a great many of us the interesting things at Camp 
Perry are not the shooting, the range organization, the 
enormous camp with its many activities, nor even the 
constantly falling records. The colorful, unusual inci- 
dents, the unexpected bits of humor and near pathos all 
help to make Perry what it is, not a shooting match, but 
a national institution that could only exist in these United 
States. No individual can hope to see or hear about 
everything that goes on, but incidents such as the fol- 
lowing enliven each match. 

Vere Harier’s rifle, the bolt handle of which does not 
raise to open, causing every range officer to call him at 
least once and then retire in embarrassed confusion; Marion 
Eastep’s front sight falling from his rifle as he left the 
firing line cussin’ the wind, the cold and everything; 
Russell Wiles, Sr., pulling a little red wagon loaded with 
full equipment for a day at the range; Annette Phelan 
shooting her first 400 over the Dewar Course “the morn- 
ing after” her 4th wedding anniversary celebration; 
Fred Johanson ready to start firing found that a .22 
cartridge would not fit his .30-’06 Springfield with which 
he had just won the Marine Cup and in his excitement 
had forgotten to exchange for the smaller gun; the amaze- 
ment of Charles Whipple, not to mention his coach, Wil- 
liam Patriquin, upon hearing “‘cease firing” in the Dewar 
International Team Match with two shots yet to fire; 
after one shot by the photographer the rain broke and 
so did the usually much photographed Dewar Interna- 
tional Team—attempts to reassemble them proved futile; 
the covey of Plovers flying about the targets and only 
one was killed by a neat head shot; the forced landing 
under fire of the little blue airplane on D Range, causing 
a delay in the Winchester Trophy Match. 

The Garr and Kahrs private 200 yard match one after- 
noon with the deepest secrecy, but we learned that the 
army came out on top; The wailing and gnashing of teeth 
the day the trigger weights appeared on the firing line; 
the Sergeant at the counter advising competitors with 
squadding conflicts between the 200 yard range and the 
short ranges to fire first at the lower numbered target; 
Bill Schweitzer converting a 10 into an x on a protest, 
but losing a point on rescoring of target; Vacantargetitis 
—Fred Johanson crossfiring 40 shots onto a vacant target 
and Bill Woodring 20; The Royal Order of Chamber 
Warmers—members—competitors who insisted on keeping 
an empty in the chambers of their guns; The competitor 
from southern Ohio who crossfired at least once in every 
match and explained that in practicing down on the farm 
he only set up one target and every bullseye he saw was 
his own—he had that same proprietary feeling even when 
looking up and down a line of 179 targets.

NEW BOOKS 


“A HISTORY OF THE COLT 
REVOLVER” 


By Cuarres T. Haven and Frank A. BELDEN 


“AMERICAN GUN MAKERS” 


By L.D.SatTrercee and Maj. AncaDI GLUCKMAN 


One of the anachronisms of ancient arms 
collecting has long been the utter disregard 
paid the matter of publishing a competent 
work on the history and background of Colt’s 
revolvers, in spite of their undisputed leader- 
ship in popularity among the rank-and-file of 
the gun-gathering fraternity. A Paterson 
revolver even has been a sight to gladden the 
eye and heart of any amateur, but somehow 
the literature to go along with the examples 
in collections has never been forthcoming. 
Finally something has been done about it. 

Representing not alone the researches of 
Messrs. Haven and Belden, but the combined 
efforts of almost all of the outstanding arms 
authorities of the country, the result is a 
splendid job of bookmaking, devoting some 
700 pages to a scholarly documentation of 
the long story of Sam Colt’s revolver. Tllus- 
trations of every model; appendices of 
patents; contemporary literature and adver- 
tising; all of the Colt-Walker correspondence ; 
collector’s data in profusion, all have been 
assembled into a volume that may well serve 
as a model for future arms historians. By 
weaving into it the very human story of Sam 
Colt’s amazing career the authors have lost 
none of the book’s reference value, but rather 
have enhanced it as a combination of arms- 
collector's text, history, and thoroughly read- 
able treatment of a personality who should 
long ago have had his place in American 
History. Through every page one can sense 
the presence of the indomitable Sam Colt 
himself .. . a figure just now emerging from 
the dimly-limned past into a present of care- 
ful historical research as much more than 
a name on a revolver. With this book’s 
appearance, Sam Colt’s well deserved future 
as an outstanding American is secure. 

The collaboration of as well-informed arms 
historians as Satterlee and Gluckman marks 
another significant milestone in the literature 
of American firearms, and their dictionary of 
United States gunmakers takes us one step 
closer to the ideal of an all-inclusive directory 
of the men who have armed our citizens and 
militia for some three centuries. Listing with 
biographical data in the neighborhood of 
3.000 craftsmen who are known to have pro- 
duced firearms, it should not fail to find a 
place on the bookshelf of anyone attempting 
to collect American weapons.—John Scofield.

INTERNATIONAL PISTOL 
TEAM MATCH 


Final scores are in for the four teams which 
made up the 1940 field of the exclusive In- 
ternational Pistol Team Match, short-gun 
counterpart of Camp Perry’s longer estab- 
lished and equally coveted Dewar Interna- 
tional Small Bore event. This year the first 
place medals adorn not the chests of our 
own United States team members, favored to 
win, but go “south of the border, down 


Mexico way,” on the strength of a 1769 tally 
turned in by the Mexican pistoleros. This is 
the first time a team other than our own has 
been victor in the event, and even more to the 
credit of the Mexicans, it is the first time they 
have taken part in the competition. Not bad 
for a group who haven't been at this pistol 
game half as long as most of our competition 
shots. Nice shooting, hombres. Keep up the 
good work. 

In the runner-up position is the ten-man 
United States squad, with a total score of 
1740. Third position falls to the 1713 tally 
of the Cubans, and the Canadian team is in 
fourth position with 1604. England obviously 
was unable to compete, and the low showing 
of the Canadian team must have been due in 
large measure to the lack of a representative 
field from which to pick the team. Many of 
her best shots, both with rifle and handgun, 
are now in the Services. 


NEW TROPHIES 
XI. The .45 Caliber Interstate Medal 


While the Interstate and Interservice .45 
Pistol Team Match is a comparatively new 
event at Camp Perry, it has already provided 
its share of thrills. In 1939, for instance, the 
event was won by the Detroit Police team 
with a match record of 1089, only five points 
ahead of the Coast Guard team, which also 
broke the old record by three points. In 1940, 
the same Detroiters ran up a total of 1124 
over the 4-man National Match Course to 
set a new national team event record, besting 





their own previous national mark of 1107, 
set at Coral Gables, Florida, in 1939. 

The new Lambert medallion, designed 
especially for this event when it was estab- 
lished in 1938, shows the three types of com- 
petitors, Service, police and civilian, standing 
under the outstretched wings of an American 
eagle.

Out in Columbus, Ohio, at Olentangy Vil- 
lage subdivision, a rifle range gives us some- 
thing new to think about. The question is 
whether a range built in connection with a 
recreation center, operated commercially like 
the bowling alleys on the floor above, can 
bring returns to the sponsors and offer much 
wider facilities for the casual shooter or even 
for the hot-shot who wants to drop in and 
rent a firing point for an hour like he would 
a bowling alley. It looks like the boys out 
there really have something to offer Colum- 
bus shooters; that leagues of tyros will soon 
be under way and rifle shooting put on a 
basis with the only sport that rivals our 
National Matches in attendance—the Amer- 
ican Bowling Congress. Eleven firing points 
parallel the alleys above at this time, and 
as soon as the demand warrants, the range 
will be extended to forty points. Parking 
facilities, restaurant, everything that makes 
the center one of the most modern in the 
country are there for the rifle and pistol 
fans as well. They’re working on the basis 
of every experienced shooter organizing his 
own team of tyros within the office or fac- 
tory where he works and bringing them 
along for one night a week in one of the 
several leagues. We believe it will work 
out, and if so, it should prove to sports 
dealers or others who have some extra space 
around that returns can be realized on the 
investment in a range.

TOURNAMENT REVIEWS 


MINNESOTA STATE PISTOL 
MATCHES 


The first registered 25-yard pistol tourna- 
ment was held on September 21 and 22, near 
the Twin Cities, on the artillery-post reserva- 
tion of Fort Snelling. This short-range regis- 
tered shoot was made practicable by using 
the new N.R.A. reduced pistol target for the 
slow-fire events and the National Match 
slow-fire stages at 25 yards. 

The Minnesota Rifle and Revolver Asso- 
ciation sponsored the event, which involved 
the state championships for teams and in- 
dividuals. It was arranged largely through 
the efforts of the Association’s hard-working 
President, George J. Kuch, who had skilled 
members of his bank guards, police team 
competitors, in attendance. “Chet” Melrose, 
also of the First National Bank and Secre- 
tary of the State Association, took in the 
money at the statistical tent. Capable Sgt. 
Cruse of the U. of M. ran the range. The 
N.R.A. was represented by the writer as offi- 
cial referee. Range facilities were made 
available through the interested willingness 
and unstinted cooperation of Major Yancy, 
Reservation Officer. The registration was 
slightly less than ninety pistoleers. 

There was a disappointing lack of pub- 
licity before (and after) the matches in St. 
Paul papers. The only exception was a much 
appreciated two-picture recognition in the 
St. Paul Pioneer Press on the final day of 
the tournament. However, Jack Connor, 
outdoor editor of the Minneapolis Times- 
Tribune, did a swell job of publicity on his 
paper, and he has been invited to serve as 
Publicity Officer of the State Association. 
Early season preparation and increased pub- 
licity should insure a banner turnout for 
1941. 

Outside of only fair attendance the tourna- 
ment lacked nothing. Everything else, in- 
cluding the perfect weather, was all that any- 
one could wish. Shooting started on time 
and everything ran smoothly. All statistical 
details were finished and shipshape well be- 
fore dark. No time was taken out for lunch, 
but shooters visited the mess tent between 
relays, and the match officials took turns in 
their eating. 

From the southward, Iowa was represented 
and from the Canadian border came the 
Immigration Border Patrol Team. With 
them came slight Alice Wood, strong armed 
and clever fingered, from Baudette. She is a 
former plinker who has followed competitive 
shooting for less than three years. She uses 
a Match Woodsman with standard stocks, as 
issued. Her gun has an unusually heavy pull 
and no trigger stop. With it she took the 
Class “A” silver medals in the .22 caliber 
individual matches and also the gold place 
medals in the timed and rapid-fire events; 
eight medals in all, center-fire included. 
Ballantyne of the Border Patrol Team placed 
second in the aggregate. 

George W. Paine came over from the St. 
Paul Club with Mrs. Paine, took the major 
load of medals back with him, including the 
silver-buckle trophy for the grand aggre- 
gate. Genial, even-tempered George is a 
hard-holding example for would-be winners 
as he eschews both alcohol and nicotine. His 
.38 revolver scores on the new 25-yard tar- 
get were 90 and 94, and with the .45 pistol, 
93. Do you smoke? 

H. H. Aldridge of California surprised him- 
self by winning the third medal in the aggre- 
gate. Seen on the Chatter Box stage of the 
Nicollet Hotel, where he was a triple-threat 
performer at the singing mike, with the 
castanets and on his own trombone, he was 
patently in his natural environment. On the 
firing line under a pith helmet with a big 
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45 in his smallish hand his slight physique 
seemed out of place. But he proved to be a 
mighty man with his shooting irons despite 
long months of orchestral-circuit playing 
without a mite of pistol practice. A protege 
of Jake Engbrecht, diminutive Aldridge has 
competed only occasionally and for but four 
years. 

E. O. (“Doc”) Swanson was in Camp 
Perry when the range opened on Saturday. 
He drove all night and reached Fort Snelling 
in time to fire the last two matches. In one 
of these he placed second. G. H. Paris of 
Duluth got as close as Minneapolis, but failed 
to reach the range when a car struck him 
down as he tried to cross Hennepin Avenue 
afoot. At this writing, he still lies in St. 
Barnabas Hospital with a badly broken leg. 

The new official slow-fire target reduced 
for 25 yards called for the usual 50 yard 
time of a minute per shot. Comments over- 
heard indicated a generally shared opinion 
that at 25 yards it was more difficult than 
the S.A. target at 50 yards. Scores tell the 
story more graphically and accurately. The 
slow-fire scores registered upon the new tar- 
get by the medal winners ranged from 81 
to 95 in the .22 caliber match. A. Boekel- 
man in Class “C” had the high score and 
placed above the experts and masters for the 
gold medal.—F. C. NEss. 


AKRON OPEN PISTOL MATCHES 


The weather man gave the Summit County 
Pistol League ideal weather for their an- 
nual tournament, staged September 28th and 
29th at Akron, Ohio. Eighty-seven competi- 
tors and 590 entries made a nice two-day 
shooting schedule for those who attended. 
The Immigration Border Patrol squad from 
Buffalo were there in full force as well as a 
large delegation from Pennsylvania. 

The surprise of the two days shooting was 
the amount of “tinware” that Alex Born, a 
new Pittsburgh Police shooter, gathered for 
himself. Grossglaus of Canton had things 
his own way in the Master Class, but Woods 
of Akron nosed him out for the Grand Aggre- 
gate Trophy, although shooting in the Ex- 
pert Class. Davison of Akron was the boss 
of the Sharpshooters, and the Buffalo Border 
Patrol squad took pretty good care of the 
Marksmen. Fetterman of Akron in the .22 
caliber and Watson of Monaco, Pa., in the 
center-fire, were the best of the Tyros. 

The League range record set by Al Hem- 
ming last year was bettered twice by Gross- 
glaus in the center-fire, and everyone com- 
mented on the fact that Akron always pro- 
vides keen competition for the best. Medals 
were fairly evenly distributed and all seemed 
to enjoy both the shooting and the free eats 
afterward. 

In general the scores made indicate that a 
good many shooters will move into a higher 
N.R.A. classification next year, which will be 
all to the good for the hand gun game in gen- 
eral—J. C. KELsEy. 


N. Y. C. A. A. SMALL BORE 


The Seventh Annual Small Bore Tourna- 
ment of the New York Central Athletic As- 
sociation Rifle & Revolver Club was held on 
Sunday, September 22nd, 1940 and was at- 
tended by many of the best shots of eastern 
and northern New York, Massachusetts, 
Connecticut and Vermont. While the day 
was fair and warm, tricky gusts of wind stole 
many an easy X. 

Gil Welsh of the home club won the New 
York Central Championship trophy with a 
nice 399-28X over the Dewar course. The 
50 yard iron sight match went to Charley 
Merriam of the Palma Club, with a 200 pos- 
sible and 12X’s, crowded all the way by Cy 


Lombard of Remington Arms with a 200 and 
10X’s. George Sheldon of Poughkeepsie took 
the 100 yard iron sight match with 198 and 
10X’s. The 100 yard any sight event was 
won by Steve Dybos of the Victory Rifle 
Club of Amsterdam with 197. 

The Iron Sight Aggregate went to Charles

PISTOL MATCHES AT OMAHA 


The annual fall pistol tournament of the 
360 Rifle and Pistol Club of Omaha got off 
to a fine start, with a new all-time record of 
registrations. Conditions were favorable, 
without even a breeze, and the temperature 
warm. As usual a good delegation from 
Kansas City was present, and the members 
proceeded to give a good account of them- 
selves. O’Connor and Huddleston tied in the 
first event, a .22 caliber slow-fire 25 yard 
match with 199 each. The second event, .22 
caliber National Match, finished the same 
way with O’Connor scoring 294 and Hud- 
dleston close with a 293. The .45 caliber 
N. M. C. event went to Huddleston with a 
282; second, O’Connor’s 277. 

The fourth event, a .22 Camp Perry 
doubles with marksmen drawing Sharpshooter 
and Masters Expert partners, started with 
O’Connor and Huddleston having Nancy 
Grooms and Julia Swatos for partners. This 
turned out to be the hardest fought match 
of the day with the two girls really bearing 
down, but the event finally went to Hugh 
Adamson and Keithley of Kansas City. The 
fifth and sixth events, Camp Perry and Na- 
tional Match center-fire, went to Huddleston 
and O'Connor for first and second. O’Con- 
nor took the next event, .22 caliber slow- 
fire, with a 192, dropping only one point 
on his second string of ten shots. He also 
took the timed-fire with a 199, outranking 
Huddleston, who dropped his point on his 
last string. 

The highlight of the day was the last 
rapid-fire .22 caliber match which at the end 
of the third string saw O'Connor and Hud- 
dleston tied with 150. Then the heat was 
on. Old Eagle Eye said he could do it, so 
after the smoke cleared away there was 
O’Connor with a 199 tying the old record 
and Huddleston with a 200 for a new rec- 
ord. Continuing to fire, his next string re- 
sulted in another possible, putting him well 
out in front of the old record. On his next 
string he dropped a nine on his twenty-cighth 
shot, giving him a total of 299 out of a pos- 
sible 330 and a new record of 200 + five 
tens. This now leaves Huddleston sole pos- 
sessor of the twenty-five yard .22 caliber 
slow-, timed- and rapid-fire records. The 
slow- and timed-fire records were set on the 
same range in July. At the same time he 
and O'Connor set new National Match and 
Camp Perry Course .22 caliber records. Be- 
tween them the boys have more than their 
share. Must be the climate. California: 
please note! 

Event 12, fired as part of match five, a 
Camp Perry center-fire match restricted to 
Nebraska Law Enforcement Officers, went to 
Jerry Douglas of the Federal Reserve Bank 
Guards. O’Connor took the .22 caliber aggre- 
gate with Huddleston a close second and 
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Bert Cline third. Kay Oslund of Omaha 
took the Sharpshooter Class honors, and 
Floyd Johnson the Marksman’s. The Grand 
Aggregate saw O’Connor with a 1934, with 
Huddleston just one point behind for second 
and Cline third. Loyd Ferril, who had been 
close up in the Sharpshooter’s class all day, 
stayed to take the Sharpshooter’s Grand 
Aggregate and Keithley took the Marksman 
aggregate, making it a clean sweep. This 
left O’Connor with six firsts and four seconds, 
and Huddleston with four firsts and five 
seconds. This closes the 360 Club’s outdoor 
competition for 1940, which must be con- 
sidered more than successful with five rec- 
ords broken and one or two others tied on 
their range this year.

While the expert eyes of the shooting 
fraternity were expectantly following 
the performances of two former cham- 
pions and the winners of the nine NRA 
Regional championships brought to 
Perry as a reward for their prowess on 
the ranges, Dave just slipped on his 
shooting coat and kept squeezing them 
off with tireless perfection. It wasn’t 
until just before the final match that 
anyone realized Dave had a chance. 
Then it was too late to really do any- 
thing about it for Dave kept on pouring 
lead with devastating perfection, top- 
ping the whole thing off with a 399 in 
the Remington Match to annex the na- 
tion’s small bore title. Dave will be a 
tough bird to knock off the perch, too, 
for the title isn’t his by accident, but 
as the culmination of a six-year “design 
for shooting.” 

His sparkling performance at the Na- 
tional Matches last month at Camp 
Perry trimmed the sails of Johnnie 
Moschkau of Balsam Lake, Wisconsin; 
Bill Schweitzer, Hillside, N. J., and the 
two Kuhns, Fred of Stratford, Conn., 
and Willett of Houston, Texas, the top 
five in the final standing for the Critch- 
field Trophy. 

Carlson comes by his shooting pro- 
clivities honestly. With a woodchuck 
hunting boyhood on a farm near New- 
ton, Conn., and a pair of sturdy Swed- 
ish parents as background, Dave traces 
his love of rifle shooting to his grand- 
father, a well-known gunsmith in his

Marksmanship first came to Dave the 
hard way when he was eleven, not with 
a .22 as most lads start but with an an- 
tiquated Springfield .45-70 with which 
he admits never hitting a thing, but 
which spawned the shooting bug in his 
head. Born in 1914 in Bridgeport, Carl- 
son started shooting seriously in 1930 as 
a member of the Bridgeport Rifle Club 
and won his first big match, the Con- 
necticut state championship, four years 
later. Winchester gathered him into the 
fold the next year and Dave has been 
working there since, under the tutelage 
of Major Jack Hession, one of the na- 
tion’s leading marksmen about the time 
Dave was born.

Second place 
in national ranking in 1936 was his high 
mark until the Matches this year, though 
in the interim he has been a member of 
10 United States Rifle Teams, “leading 
the team on five occasions. The 1937 
Pershing Team saw Dave as one of its 
members at Bisley and later, at Hel- 
sinki, Finland, Dave tied Arthur Rav- 
vila for the world’s small bore cham- 
pionship. On that trip he was high 
man at 50 meters on the victorious U. S. 
Team. 

Carlson has a string of first places in 
sectional, state and local matches as long 
as your arm, but the canny observer 
could have seen the national title com- 
ing his way early in the outdoor season. 
He was second in the aggregate at Sea- 
girt, second in the Northeastern Re- 
gional at East Haven, won the Con- 
necticut title and was first in the Grand 
Aggregate in every other match entered 
this year, Ludlow, Mass.; Vandergrift, 
Pa.; Elmira, N. Y.; Indiantown Gap, 
Pa.; Somerville, N. J.; Brewster, N. Y.; 
and Camp Perry, seven consecutive 
Grand Aggregate victories! 

Dave is married and the proud father 
of what he claims is a two-year-old rep- 
lica of his wife.

ARRY REEVES, adroit handgun 
H marksman of the Detroit police 
team, at the end of his third migration 
to the National Matches as a member 
of the Detroit team, took away with 
him the highest pistol honor in the coun- 
try, the NRA All Around Pistol Cham- 
pionship for 1940 to succeed Emmett 
Jones, Los Angeles Police as the nation’s 
number one pistol shot. 

The title, together with the Navy 
Fleet Championship in 1936 and _ pos- 
sessor of the high record for the Marine 
Corps in 1937, are to Harry the crown- 
ing achievements of his shooting career. 

Yes, Harry served one full enlistment 
with the Marines, signing up in 1933 
when the depression took him out of 
the University of Detroit after he had 
managed to work his way through two 
years of pre-engineering school. It 
wasn’t until his enlistment that he fired 
his first shot with a handgun, though 
Harry says he had always been a lover 
of shooting and quite an expert in his 
youth on chipmunks, etc. 

Born in Edwardsport, Indiana, in 
1911, his family migrated to Detroit, 
where Harry graduated from high school 
in 1927. His enlistment in the Marine 
Corps took him to Parris Island, S. C., 
and his first view of a pistol range. 
Later he was a member and high scoring 
individual of the U. S. S. Lexington 
pistol team and won the Individual 
Navy Championship in the first match 
he ever entered. It was still later, in the 
Western Division Marine Corps Match, 
that Reeves set the Corps record of 551 
x 600 and still later raised it to 555 x

We understand, however, that 
the more popular deer calibers such as the 
30-30 and .30 Winchester Special have been 
shipped in large quantities and should be 
available in almost every community where 
center-fire cartridges are regularly sold. The 
new Silvertips are to be available in the fol- 
lowing cartridges: .250-3000 Savage 100 
grain; .257 Roberts 100 grain; .270 Win- 
chester 130 grain; .30-30 Winchester 170 
grain; .30 Remington Auto Load 170 grain;

grain; 30-40 Krag (.30 Army) 220 grain;

170 grain; 32 Remington Auto-Load 170 
grain; 348 Winchester 250 grain; .35 Rem- 
ington Auto-Load 200 grain; 375 H. & H. 
Magnum 300 grain.

It is also important to note that the jacket 
of nickel silver completely encases the nose. 
protecting it from battering or deformation 
in rifle magazine or pocket. 

As silvertip bullets are loaded to Super-X 
and Super-Speed maximum velocities, no 
changes in sight settings are needed from 
those used with Super-X or Super-Speed 
center-fire cartridges with conventional bul- 
lets of corresponding caliber and weight.

Little Marvel, no less, is the title merited 
by Moto-Saw after trying it. Driven by a 
little make-and-break, magnetic motor in the 
handle, its thin jig-saw blade gives 7200 
strokes per minute, each stroke being from 
lg to %@ inch long according to adjustment. 
It cuts a pencil-line so smoothly no sanding 
is required. It will work in balsa wood and 
medium hardwood up to 34-inch thick and 
will cut at the rate of a foot per minute. At 
the top a stiff leaf spring holds in tension 
one end of the blade, while the bottom is 
hooked to a metal plate attracted by the elec- 
tro magnet of the motor. Thus it operates 
without bearings and requires no oiling. 

The motor control switch is in the handle. 
Our only criticism is that this handle is too 
short to be ideal for adult use, although prac- 
tical as is. Our sole suggestion is that special 
blades should be provided for those jobs re- 
quiring long cuts parallel to the long edge of 
a board. As is, the saw will reach a depth of 
20 inches, which is ample. It can be used to 
cut curves, circles and odd angles as might 
be required in pattern or model making. 
Having a standard approved cord and weigh- 
ing just an ounce over a pound it can be 
carried to the job and used practically any- 
where. It operates on the common 60-cycle 
A.C. household current of 110-120 volts. The 
Moto-Saw consumption of electric current is 
about 75 watts. The Dremel Manufacturing 
Co., Racine, Wisconsin, list it at $4.85 with 
three blades. Extra blades may be had at 
fifty cents per dozen. A fine gift and useful 
tool for anyone.

Stock Finish. I havé taken a desire to re- 
finish my rifle stock with boiled linseed oil 
and would like to know how to do this 
properly. Will you please let me know how 
to begin, when you get time to write me? 
—A. S. 

Answer: I have your card and note that 
you are willing to do a lot of work on re- 
finishing your rifle stock 

In outline your first chore will be to use 
some varnish remover on your old finish or 
to scrape it down with glass or a steel carpen- 
ter’s scraper. When you get down to a hard, 
smooth finish using steel wool and graduated 
grades of sandpaper from coarse to fine, you 
will be ready to test it for feathers or raising 
grains. To do this with the wood you either 
us¢ a very warm room or you mildly heat 
the rifle after covering it with wet cloths or 
after wetting the surface to raise the grain. 
As you heat it you also dry it and when the 
grain rises you sand it down smooth again 
and try once more until it will no longer 
erect the small fibers of wood. 

Now after drying it you are ready to apply 
the oil. If you have a tank you can soak it, 
otherwise you can put on liberal quantities 
and let it stand for at least 24 hours and 
maybe longer until it dries. Then you rub 
it all down again to the wood and give it 
another coating. The second time you do 
not put on as much, as, merely, you want 
the wood to take up all it will take. In order 
to get it to take more the first time you could 
use 1/3 turpentine in your oil. About the 
third time you can apply it with your hand 
and rub it in. The second time you can rub 
it down with pumice stone or rotten-stone. 
After the third time it will be merely putting 
a few drops on each time you clean your rifle 
and rubbing it with the palm of your hand 
until it gets warm. This is a hell of a tough 
job, and unnecessary in my opinion, but it 
will result in a nice finish, but its principal 
advantage is that it will give you an excuse for 
petting your gun abnormally. 

If you want something quicker and better I 
would suggest that you get some Stewart- 
Valentine stock finish and apply it in place

Loading Kink—lI should like to make a 
sort of footnote on loading with the nut- 
cracker type of tool. The Ideal Kake Cutter 
is often mentioned as the gadget to remove 
the bullets partly immersed in the grease pan. 

The kake cutter is, of course, an empty shell 
with the neck swaged larger and the head 
bored out, so that the bullets may be cut out 
in succession, the bottom one pushing up those 


the top, greased and ready for the sizing die, 
in which they are inserted by the fingers. 

I have been using for years an improved 
form of kake cutter that makes a cleaner job 
of handling the bullet. Having swaged out 
the neck, I bore out the primer-pocket only, 


head inside the shell, and on the point I stick 
| a little knob of wood. This makes a piston 





above it until they emerge one by one from 


making a hole large enough to receive a good- | 
sized wire nail, which is inserted with its | 


| in the shell to shove out the bullet, base first. 
| Having cut the bullet out of the grease I 
place the cutter over the sizing die on the tool 
and shove the bullet in just far enough to 
wipe the grease off the base and then insert 
it in the primed and powder-charged shell. 
Kemoving the cutter, I shove the bullet 
through with the plunger, the end of which 
has been filed flat. 
| Holding the shell with the bullet in its 
mouth upright, I insert it in the loading-tool 
chamber and press it home. By this method 
| the bullet is seated in the shell without being 
touched with the fingers, and the grease is 
untouched after leaving the sizer. The opera- 
tion is easier and faster than it sounds. 
The nutcracker tool has the advantage of 
compactness and portability over the bench 
| style,and can be used where a loading bench is 
not available. For the man who loads only 
| a few cartridges at a time and perhaps but a 
few times a year, it is quite “ideal.”—C. H. C. 
i‘ * * 


Bullets and Planes. A friend of ours 
states that if an airplane is traveling down- 
ward at 675 m.p.h., a machine gun cartridge 
fired at this moment will not have enough 
pressure to overcome the pressure caused by 
the speed of the plane, and that the bullet 
will not leave the barrel. If he is right, what 
will happen to the gases formed by the ex- 
plosion ?—P. T. 

Answer: I doubt that an airplane can fall 
as fast as 675 m.p.h., although speeds of 
slightly over 500 m.p.h. have been registered 
on instruments over short stretches in power 
dives with the latest types of American pur- 
suit planes. I am told by pilots that the 
motor is of little help in the vertical dives 
at these tremendous speeds, and it is never 
used full on, as greater speed is obtained with 
the motor throttled down. However, assum- 
ing that the plane is going at 675 m.p.h., it is 
perfectly obvious that if the plane can pene- 
trate the air at this speed that the more- 
favorably-shaped bullet could certainly pene- 
trate it. Oi course that is the only thing that 
could possibly stop the bullet, that is, inad- 
equate penetration on one hand or impenc- 
trable resistance on the other hand. 

Having disposed of that possibility, what 
remains is the actual velocity of the bullet. 
The velocity with respect to the gun is always 
the same, whether traveling backward, for- 
ward, held loosely or rigidly. The external 

| velocity would be the normal velocity of the 
bullet plus the forward speed of the gun, 
which in this case would be 675 m.p.h. addi- 
| tional velocity.

A Badly Corroded .22—I am writing you 
for information on corrosion or erosion trou- 
| ble. I had a heavy .22-3000 barrel made up 
by C. C. Johnson last February. In develop- 
ing loads I used all makes of primers and No. 

2400, 4227, HiVel No. 3, 1204 and 1185 

powders. The final and most satisfactory 
| load was a full case of 4227 and F. A. 70 

primer. The rifle was never left over night 
| without a thorough cleaning, and a final ap- 
plication of Hoppe’s No. 9. 

In May I noticed a difficulty in cleaning, 
and supposing it was metal fouled I re- 
doubled my efforts and changed to a load of 
14 grains 4227 and a 58-grain lead bullet. 
This failed to remedy the trouble and I now 
find that metal the whole length of the barrel 
has been eaten away, and it will be necessary 





to rifle the barrel to a larger caliber. I have 
two to three rifles of a caliber from .22 to 


.45, and regardless of components, have never 
before had anything of this nature occur. 

I would like your opinion as to cause. I 
have not used the combination of F. A. 70 
and 4227 in any other rifle. Would it be 
| possible that the trouble is in them? I will 
appreciate a reply as soon as you are able to 
secure the data.—H. L. 
| Amswer: The cause of all your trouble is 
the excellent F. A. No. 70 primer which is 
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nonmercuric and easy on the cases, but 
chlorate and therefore the type which de- 
posits salt in the bore: The bad effects of 
salt in the bore are emphasized, or pro- 
nounced, in small bores and especially in the 
.22 caliber. This is the same thing which 
made the .25-20 caliber last only for about 
500 rounds even with the best of care before 
the advent of noncorrosive primers. We had 
the .22 W. C. F. also at that time from which 
the .22 Hornet was made. If you will re- 
member, this did not occur until we first had 
obtained noncorrosive primers. In fact, the 
.22 Hornet was impossible until we obtained 
noncorrosive primers to safeguard the bore 
from inevitable corrosion. This is at its worst 
in small bores when jacketed bullets are used. 
A very thin coating of copper wash or jacket 
material is deposited in the bore and rusting 
takes place beneath it. There is also a gal- 
vanic or electrolytic action as the salt and the 
air moisture and the copper wash and the 
steel bore together form a battery, 
steel is eaten away by this electrolytic action. 
That is exactly what has happened. 

There is nothing the matter with your load 
except you have used the wrong primer with 
jacketed bullets in the .22-caliber rifle. I 
think, however, that if you use noncorrosive 
primers you will have to reduce your charge 
about 5% as a case full of 4227 is a pretty 
heavy charge in some .22 Lovell rifles and 
behind certain bullets, much depending upon 
bullet diameter, groove diameter, chamber 
dimensions, and the pitch or twist of rifling.

220 Swift Loads. Am writing you to let 


you know of my finding out of 1928 improved | 


1185 and Pyro in the .220 Swift and also get 
some information. My rifle is Sedgley Sporter 
weight barrel on 1917 Lee Enfield action Stoe- 
ger stock. The stock had the barrel groove 
gouged out a little large, then given a coat of 
plastic wood, then action and barrel screwed 
in tight, scraping off excess wood coming up 
along side, full-floating barrel and telescope; 
a Litschert, 6X scope with a special long tube 
as my blocks are out on barrel and front of 
action. Scope set at 100 vards is in universal 
focus at 15 paces on, very clear and bright. 
The results I got are amazing but am willing 
to send rifle and loads to prove it. My load- 
ing tool is a Jordan loading press, and I 
weigh my charges by a Mark L. Hershey scale- 
balance costing $3.50. 

I will list a number of loads and results we 
found in using colloidal graphite wads. In 
medium loads, it doesn’t help accuracy, but 
near full loads it helps from '% to % in nar- 
rowing groups. I shot most of my groups of 
5 shots using rest. 331% grains of 4320, 
grain Sisk-Niedner shot into 54 to 34 inch at 
100 yards, mostly S¢-inch 3-shot groups. 
30-grain 4320, 63-grain Sisk express 13/16- 
inch 5-shot groups. 32-grain 33, 34 and 35 
grains 4064, all 5-shot groups. 63-grain Sisk 
Express colloidal .046 wads, all groups went 
1'2 inches. 34 grains of 1185 plus .046 wads, 
all groups went 34 inch using 63-grain Sisk 
Express. 36-grains 1185 plus wads and 55- 


55- 


grain Sisk Express went '% inch; very few 
Sg-inch 5-shot groups at 100 vards. The 
most accurate load yet shot 36 grains 1185 


plus wads, 55-grain Hornet full-metal jacket 
bullet; 3¢-inch 5-shot group at 100 yards, 
20 and 22 grains of 1185 46-grain open-point 
Winchester Hornet bullet, 1 inch to 1% inch 
groups. Might add full-metal jacket Hornet 
bullets blow up, at least at 100 yards.

wads, 46-grain, open-point and 55-grain bul- 
lets gave 1%-inch groups. 33% grains Pyro 
55-grain Sisk Express, .046 wads, 5% inch 
groups; shot very consistently. I was won- 
dering if you could give me the approximate 
velocity of these loads. 

When neck sizing, size to only as far as 
bullet is to be seated after 5 or 6 firings. 
I have to full length resize and trim cases 
every time I seat my bullets out so don’t show 
a scratch on bullet. I use Winchester 120 
primers. I am sorry to write such a long 
letter, but if it helps some of the boys I'll 
be glad. All my loads were worked up very 
carefully. I enjoy reading the RIFLEMAN 
very much, being a rifle crank. 

Is there any commercial powder for sale 
that is the same as 1185, also do you know of 
any chronograph under $20.00 that can be used 
by a simple-minded person?—Epwin Rurfr. 

Answer: Many thanks for your dope on 
the .220 Swift load in your rifle. I.M.R. 1185 
is most nearly like ILM.R. powder 1147 and 
I.M.R. powder No. 4320 which have about 
the same specific gravity. The only way you 
could determine the velocity would be by 
chronograph test. A low-priced practical 
chronograph is built by Fred N. Barnes, 
Bayfield, Colorado, and I would suggest that 
you write to him. It is on the form of a 
ballistic pendulum, and it was designed for 
handloaders. 

I could not guess on the velocity of the 
load, but you could get an approximate idea 
of the velocity which would be better than 
guessing and that would be by shooting some 
known load and comparing the drop. This is 
not only indefinite, but it is not always prac- 
tical because you might have to lower the 
known load to an unknown quantity in order 
to get the same drop. Even then the velocity 
for that load would be only approximate as 
your own components, rifle and conditions 
might greatly change the velocity of a known 
combination. The best way would be to get 
it by direct chronograph test.

Black Powder and Smokeless—Can you 
advise me of a revolver cartridge that can 
be used as a sub-load in the .45-70 govern- 
ment Springfield rifle ? 

Will you also explain why modern progres- 
sive-burning powders develop more pressure 
than the old black powder which seems to 
let go all at once, at least it seems to kick 
more. It would seem that the black pow- 
der would develop higher pressures. 

If there is a revolver cartridge that can 
be used will you give whatever ballistic data 
you can on it? Barrel of my rifle has been 
shortened about 5 inches.—E. B. J. 

Answer: Both black powder and progres- 
sive burning smokeless powder are progres- 
sive burning. Black powder ignites and burns 
like a sky rocket beginning at the rear of 
the charge and burning forward toward the 
base of the bullet with a series of small in- 
dividual explosions as each grain ignites in 
turn. In a smokeless powder charge every 
grain ignites instantly. The progressive ef- 
fect is obtained by chemical formula, by 
coating the grain and by perforations which 
control its burning rate. Without the perfo- 
rations the smokeless powder would have 
a decreasing area as it is consumed, but the 
perforations counteract this by giving it an 
increasing area as it burns in the perfora- 
tions from the inside while the outside is 
being reduced. Thus, the progressive burn- 
ing effect is achieved. The action of smoke- 
less powder is more elastic, while that of 
black powder acts as a sudden blow. Pres- 
sure peaks are reached at the same point 
approximately by both of them and by other 
propellants, but with black powder and pro- 
gressive smokeless the peak pressure falls off 
more slowly or gradually; this occurs within 
ap inch or two of the mouth of the case. 
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Pressures fall off because the bullet moves 
forward and thus provides greater space for 
expansion of the gases which are developed 
by the burning powder. 

The groove diameter of the .45-70 is larger 
than any of our standard .45-caliber car- 
tridges including the .45 Auto Rim, .45 A. 
C. P. and .45 Colt. However, the .455 Eley 
or .455 Webley English cartridges have larger 
bullets which may work in the .45-70 provid- 
ing you can get an adaptor for the short 
cartridges. I would suggest that you try to 
see some of them at a collector or dealer 
or procure a sample for trial.
